ON TO HAVANA 


The President Has Given 
the Word. 


Lee to Lead an Army Against 
Cuba’s Capital, 


War May Be Carried Even into 
Spain Itself. 


Great Britain Has Said That the 
Dons Must Yield When They 
Lose Their Island—WiIll Be Made 
to Do So. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Having been convinced that 
Spain will not surrender until Havana 
is reduced and occupied, President Mc- 
Kinley has given orders to have a large 
expedition immediately prepared to in- 
vade the Cuban capital. The city of 
Santiago and the Cape Verde fleet are 
to be captured or destroyed, and Porto 
Rico is to be taken before the army of 
invasion is ordered to move on Havana. 
It is expected that Santiago will be oc- 
cupied and the Spanish fleet there cap- 
tured or destroyed within the next two 
weeks, and San Juan will fall during 
the next fortnight. 

Maj.-Gen. Fitzhugh Lee will be in 
command of the army that will invade 
Havana. He has been instructed to 
prepare his forces for the attack. 

Maj.-Gen. Miles will be commander- 
in-chief of the entire army in Cuba, 
but Gen. Lee will practically direct the 
army that is to capture Havana. 

It is believed here that Gen. Lee will 
be made military governor of Cuba 
when it capitulates. Gen. Lee is now 
at Jacksonville, and will get his army 
ready at that point. He will make a 
draft on all the different camps for his 
men. It will take at least six weeks in 
which to get the iarge army ready to 


| move. By the trme Gen. Lee has made 


up his army and is ready to move at 
short notice, it is believed that Rear- 
Admiral Sampson will have had the 
fortifications and forts guarding the 
city of Havana destroyed, thus making 
the way clear. 

Admiral Sampson will take posses- 
sion of the bay, while Gen. Lee takes 
the city from the rear. Gen. Lee will 
have under his command an army 
large enough to defeat Gen. Blanco’s 
army in short order. It is calculated 
in official circles that by the middle 
of August Cuba and Porto Rico will be 
entirely in possession of the United 
States and that Cape Verde will be a 
part of Rear-Admiral Sampson's fleet. 

Maj.-Gen. Coppinger is rapidly pre- 
paring his army to take Porto Rico. 
It is believed that in two weeks he will 
be ready to sail for San Juan. Com- 
modore Schley will by that time have 
the forts reduced. 

The World’s Washington special says 

Great Britain through its Ambassador, 
Sir Julian Pauncefote, thas informed 
Secretary of State Day that when the 
United States captures Cuba, Spain 
will be forced to end the war. Great 
Britain looks on the situation in the 
light that Cuba is what both nations 
are, fighting for, and when Spain has 
lost the island there would be nothing 
for her on which to continue the strug- 
gle. 
Sir Julian Pauncefote assured 
Secretary Day that the powers will not 
permit Spain to continue «a hopeless 
war to the detriment of their com- 
merce. Great Britain’s assurances 
probably account for President Mc- 
Kinley’s orders to the Tampa authori- 
ties to prepare the army to move on 
Havana. 

It is known the President was im- 
bued with the idea that the war could 
be ended without taking Havana, but 
having been disabused of this idea and 
desiring to end the war, he Las 
ordered that Havana be *aken as soon 
as nossible. If Spain will not con- 
sent to end the war after Cuba and 
Porto Rico have been captured, prepa- 
rations will be made to press the war 
into Spain itself. Should Spain not 
show a desire to sue for peace after 
the fall of Santiago, Port> Rico and 
Havana, and the capture and destrue- 
tion of Admiral Cervera’s fleet, ‘a fast, 
powerful fleet of warships will be dis- 
patched to attack the Spanish Coes, 
SPAIN FLIRTS WITH THE POWERS.

NEW YORK, June 14.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The World’s special from 
Madrid says Spain is coquetting now 
with Germany. France and Russia in 
the background are not at all dis- 
pleased ta see the Kaiser show a dis- 
position to look after Spanish and Eu- 
ropean interests generally in the Phil- 
ippines. Spain wants to save her 
forces in Manila from humiliation and 
surrender to the Americans or to-«the 
insurgents, under the pretext of plac- 
ing all European residents and inter- 
ests under protection of foreign war 
vessels jlying in the port of Manila. 

Shouki this be refused, as is expected, 
by the United States, Spain would 
gladly grant to Germany the long-de- 
sired coaling station in the Carolines 
and Philippines as the price of her ac- 


tive intervention to curtail the preten- | 


sions of the United States and to end 
the war exactly as Germany, Russia 
and France prevented Japan from be- 
ing too exacting with China. The Eu- 
ropean governments consider Germany 
is best able to raise her voice in favor 
of Spain, particularly as regards the 
Philippines, where they would think 
even an American proteciorate detri- 
mental to their commercial and politi- 
cal interests in Oceanica. 

In fact, the peace party is kept in 
check chiefly by the encouragement 
given by the European press and gov- 
ernments holding out hopes of media- 
tion, if not interference. Some weeks 
after the war began a powerful syndi- 
cate of German bankers offered to lend 
Spain $100,000,000 if Premier Sagasta 
would give them a general mortgage on 
the Philippines which would justify in- 
tervention by the German government 
in defense of German trade and finan- 
cial interests against the United States. 
Premier Sagasta declined the proffered 
loan in writing, fearing on the one 
hand to give Germany a footing in 
Spanish Oceanica, and on the other to 
give offense to France and Russia. He 
then expected more from the dual alli- 
ance than he does now, since the 
French government has ceased to show 
any disposition to support Spain 
against America. 

MANZANILLO WANTED.

War Department not Certain of 
the Exact Situation, 


Definite Hour for Starting Has 
Thrice Been Announced. 


The General ins Declared, However, 
to Be Off—Energies Now Concen- 
trated on the Preparation of a 
Force for Porto Rico. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—Without 
reference to the exact hour at which 
the United States army left Fiorida 
for Cuba, it may be safely said that 
before the end of the week Gen. Shaf- 
ter will have landed with his 15,000 
United States troops on Cuban soil, and 
that the investment of Santiago by 
land will have begun. 

There was some confusion in the offi- 
cial mind today on the time of the de- 
parture of the transports, though as- 
Surances were given that they had all 
gotten away. The confusion on this 
point is easily accounted for by persons 
who know anything of the difficulties 
of moving simultaneously a numerous 
fleet composed of vessels of all sizes 
and classes. No less than three times, 
beginning Sunday, was a definite hour 
selected for the start, and the War De- 
partment so notified. Yet in each case 
some untold obstacle was encountered 
that required notification to the de- 
partment’ that a postponement had 
been forced. Sailors say such delays 
are inevitable, and that rarely does a 
fleet gefoff by first intention How- 
ever, the department officials stated 
this afternoon that they believed the 
last of the transports had at last 
started for Cuba. 

After all, the delay of a day or two 
in the start is -alculated to make 
any material difference in the plans, 
and the only persons who will suffer 
from it will be Sampson’s marines, 
camped on the tropical bay of Guanta- 
namo, and obliged to maintain the 
greatest vigilance in repelling the 
bushwhacking Spanish irregulars who 
swarm in the thickets. 

Having started the Santiago expedi- 
tion, the war department has now con- 
centrated all its energies on the prepa- 
ration of the force to be sent to Porto 
Rico. Active movements in that line 
have been made on a scale so exten- 
sive as to lead to the supposition in 
some quarters that the attack is to be 
directed upon Havana, but if this is 
so, there is no open indication of it. 
The volunteers collected at Chatta- 
nooga, 42,000 in number, are reaching 
a degree of excellence, under the mag- 
nificent management of Gen. Brooke, 
that would warrant the government in 
ordering them immediately into active 
service, but, unfortunately there is still 
a considerable lack of equipment that 
will not permit this. Gen. Merritt has 
brought the second installment of his 
force into readiness, and sails for Ma- 
nila tomorrow. It is believed that the 
advance guam& the three transports 
which followed the Charleston to Hono- 
lulu, met the cruiser there, and sailed 
in her company for the Philippines 
about the beginning of this month. In 
this case it is reasonable to expect 
them to arrive at Manila within @ 
week. 

The only bulletin posted at the Navy 
DepaMment from Sampson contained 
the satisfactory news that an American 
naval officer, Lieut. Victor Blue of 
South Carolina, at the risk of his life, 
had succeeded in encircling’ the bay of 
Santiago and counting the Spanish ves- 
sels therein, with the result of estab- 
lishing the fact that all of Cervera’s 
fleet were bottled up. 

An unexpected complication has 
arisen as to the right of Admiral 
Sampson at Santiago and Admiral 
Dewey at Manila to use the cables 
which each has secured, with a view to 
bringing them into direct telegraphic 
communication with the authorities 
here. It is understood by officials here 
that Admiral Dewey secured the shore 
end of the cable from Manila to Hong- 
kong some time ago, ond buoyed it 
with a view to sending dispatches. The 
same condition is understood to exist at 
Santiago, where Admiral Sampson has 
buoyed the shore end of the cable, with 
a view to repairing and using it. But 
no messages have been sent, and the 
question has arisen as to whether it is 
allowable under the rules of neutrality 
for the French and British companies 
owning these lines to permit them to be 
used for strictly military purposes, 

The companies control the points of 
exit, and are able to refus® to pass dis- 
patches along, so that the holding of 
the shore ends by Admirals Dewey and 
Sampson does not permit them to carty 
on communication except through the 
assent of the companies. These are 
private concerns, but they are bound 
to observe the neutrality of their re- 
spective governments. There is some 
anxiety, therefore, as to the course of 
the operators of the French company 
ac Hayti when they receive message 
from Admiral Sampson. Should they

ANOTHER HERO. 

Iieut. Blne Makes Reconnoissance 
and Counts Cervera’s Ships. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—The last 
lingering doubt that may have existed 
as to the presence of Cervera’s fleet 
in its entirety in Santiago Harbor was 
removed when Admiral Sampson's dis- 
patch reached the Navy Department 
last night. Up to that time informa- 
tion as to the number and character 
of the vessels ‘lying in the harbor, 
shielded from observation by the hills, 
has been obtained through Cuban 
sources supplemented by such glimpses 
as could be obtained by the naval offi- 
cers from the outside entrance. Now, 
however, according to Lieut. Blue, the 
ships have been actually seen by an 
American officer, counted and in- 
spected from points of vantage atf- 
forded by the big hills surrounding 
the harbor. 

The officials here are full of praise 

for Lieut. Blue’s achievement. Victor 
Blue has been long known in the navy 
as an enterprising and daring young 
officer, but it required a-good deal of 
sustained courage for him to go ashore 
in a hostile country, and alone make 
this reconnoisance. He is, in the 
eye of military law, nothing more or 
less than a spy, and had he been 
captured by the Spaniards, he would 
have been tried by a drumhead court- 
martial and executed. 
Considering the fact that the marines 
fight at Guanatanamo last Saturday 
night was really the first engagement 
of the war on shore, Admiral Sarmnp- 
son's reference to the affair in his dis- 
patch posted this morning was remark- 
ably brief. Hence it is inferred that 
perhaps too much importance has been 
attached to it by the public. 

The action of Lieut.-Col. Huntington 

in removing his men to a more secure 

point than the exposed position occu- 
pied by them on Crest Heights, is 
taken here as an indication that no 
offensive movement is to be attempted 
by the marine corps, but that it will 

limit its operations to the defense of a 

small point in Guantanamo Harbor, to 

protect the coaling of our warships, 
and perhaps to serve as a cable station 

Ywhen the necessity occurs and instru- 

4 ments are secured from Cape Haytien 

to enable Sampsom to reopen the cut 
cable. It does not follow by any 
means that the place seized and held 
by the marines on Guantanamo Bay 
is to be used at point of debarkation of 
the United States regular troops now 
on their way to Cuba. 

On the contrary, there is the best 

reason to believe that another point 

very much better adapted for a land- 
ing has been selected. This point also 
is believed to be much healthier than 
any point on the shores of Guantanamo 
Bay, where yellow fever is said to be 
epidemic all the year round. All the 
officials here were very loth to believe 
that the Spanish foree which fought 
the marines at Crest Heights had 
been guilty of the horrible mutilation 
of the bodies of soldiers. The first 
press reports, by some of the offfcers 
were supposed to be based upon horri- 
ble wounds inflicted under certain con- 
ditions of range by the steel-clad bul- 
lets of the Mauser rifles. Admiral 
Sampson's report, however, seems to 
remove all doubt on that point, for 
his surgeons undoubtedly would be able 
distinguish at once between the 
effects of a bullet and of a machete.

The first attack of the Spaniards was 
made at & o'clock, and the last shot 


in the morning. During the night the 
Spanish attacked the camp of the ma- 
rines on the shore, and the Marblehead, 
believing the Americans had _ been 
driven out, threw out several shells into 
the place. The attack, however, was 
repulsed by the small detachment of 
marines in camp without trouble. The 
shells of the Marblehead struck among 
the marines. 

The fight was the first of the war in 
which the Cubans cotperated with the 
American forces, and their codperation 
was not a glittering success. At one 
time during the afternoon, when the 
marines were firing on a small detach- 
ment of Spaniards that made their ap- 
pearance a short distance from. the 
camp, the Cubans began firing without 
orders, and sent a volley right among 
the Americans. There were several nar- 
row escapes, but no one was injured. 
Lieut. Neville of Co. D was sent out 
on scout duty, and as on the day pre- 
vious, he attacked a small stone fort. 
A hot fight followed, and the Spaniards 
were criven off with loss. It was dur- 
ing this fight that Wallace and Tau- 
man feil over the cliff. Fifteen dead 
Spaniards, including one lieutenant, 
were found in the fort. 

During the attack several shots 
struck the ships in the harbor, pene- 
trating the pilot house of the Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch boat Dandy. No 
one was injured on board of her, how- 
ever. 

The night attack was picturesque and 
a striking spectacle, the crack of the 
Mausers, tongues of fire from every 
bush encircling the camp, the twitter 
of the long steel bullets overhead, 
while the machine guns on the water 
were ripping open the pickets, and the 
crash of the field guns could be heard 
as thy were driving in canister where 
the fire of the Spanish was the thick- 
est. Then there was the screech of 
the Marblehead’s shell as she took a 
hand in the fight, and the sharp, quick 
flashing of the Colts rapid-firing one- 
pounder guns from the _  effectively- 
placed ship launches. 

The Dolphin this mornig located the 
Spanish water station on the ocean side 
of the harbor entrance, which supplied 
the water for the attacking force. The 
well was situated ina blockhouse wind- 
mill, having a small garrison. It was 
shelled at 2000 yards. Excellent prac- 
tice was made, the station was 
wrecked, and canister followed the re- 
treating Spaniards up the steep ravine. 
Each shell disclosed the spot where it 
alighted, by raising a cloud of dust. 
They were all well placed. The arrival 
of the fleet to complete the bombard- 
ment of the town and its defenses is 
expected this afternoon. 


SAMPSON’S REAL RANK. 


Only a Captain Now, but Will Be a 
Commodore Next Month, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, June 14.—Acting 
Rear-Admiral Sampson, commanding 
the naval forces operating in the West 
Indies, whose actual rank in the navy 
is that of captain, will become a com- 
modore on the 8d prox., by the statu- 
tory retirement of Rear-Admiral Wl- 
liam A. Kirkland, commandant of the 
Mare Island (California) navy yard, 
who is now the ranking officer of the 

navy. 

In the event of successful perform- 
ance of the important duties assigned 
him in the West Indies, including the 
capture and the occupation of Santiago 
de Cuba and San Juan Pherto Rico, of 
which his friends have no doubt what- 
ever, Capt. Sampson is assured of fur- 
ther promotion to the actual rank of 
Rear-Admiral, being the highest grade 
to which he can attain unless Congress 
shall recreate the grade of vice-admiral 
for his special benefit. Those offices 
were established during the war of the 
rebellion and lapsed with the death of 
their last incumbents, Admiral Porter 
and Vice-Admiral Rowan. The plan of 
promotion adopted by President Mc- 
Kinley in the case of Admiral Dewey 
and his captains for their great achieve- 
ment in the harbor. of Manila, un- 
doubtedly will be followed-in case of 
similar victories by Admiral Sampson 
and his captains on this side of the 
water. 

In addition to Admiral Kirkland, five 
other admirals will retire during the 
next few months, by operation of law 
on account of age. They are Admiral 
Joseph N. Miller, commanding the Pa- 
cifle Station; Admiral Montgomery 
Sicard, president of the War Board: 
Admiral E. O. Matthews, president of 
the Examining and Retiring Board; 
Admiral F. 8S. Bunce, commanding the 
New York navy yard, and Admiral C. 
5S. Norton, commanding the Washington 
navy yard. With the. exception of 
Admiral Miller, all of these officers are 
likely to be retained in their present 
piaces after their retirement during 
the continuance of the war with Spain, 
because of the non-avalilablility of of- 
ficers on the active list to take their 
places. Retired officers are subject to 
duty of this kind in case of war at the 
discretion of the President. 

It is different, however, with Admiral 
Miller. He is in command of a fleet, 
and retired officers are not eligible for 
such duty unless specially authorized 
by act of Congress, Admiral Kirkland 
is a native of North Carolina and it is 
his purpose to make his home in that 
State when he is relieved from duty. 
Of the seven rear-admirals only two 
are in command of fleets, Admiral 
Miller, commanding the Pacific squad- 
ron, and Admiral Dewey, commanding 
the Asiatic squadron. Of the officers 
having flag commands two are full 
rear-admirals, one an acting rear-ad- 
miral and the others commodores. Ad- 
miral Miller, the senior officer, has 
three vessels in his squadron, and Act- 
ing Rear-Admiral Sampson, the junior 
of them all, has over seventy vessels 
undér this command: 

The last named officer does not attain 
the actual rank of a flag officer until 
he becomes a commodore next month 
by the retirement of Admiral Kirk- 
land. His rank as captain, which he 
now bears on the naval register, would 
not ordinarily entitle him to a higher 
command than that of a single vessel, 


and in putting a in command of the 
largest and most powerful fleet that

was ever gathered under the United 
States flag, the President found it nec- 
essary to give the nominal rank of act- 
ing rear-admiral. That designation 
clothed him with all the authority nec- 
essary to the execution of highly im- 
portant duty confided to him, but car- 
ried no increase of pay or emoluments, 
and no permanency of rank. No 
greater compliment was ever paid an 
officer of the United States navy. 


MERITED PROMOTION, 
Honor to Whom Honor is Due—Hob- 
s0n’s Brave Assistants.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—This even- 
ing Secretary Long signed orders to 
Admiral Sampson directing the pro- 
motion of the members of the Mer- 
rimac’s crew. Lieut, Hobson's reward 
will come later through Congress. They 
still linger in a Spanish prison, but 
when they return again to their ships 
their promotions will be awaiting 
them. 

The orders sent to Admiral Sampson 
tonight direct the promotion of the 
men as follows: Daniel Montague, 
master-at-arms, to be a _ boatswain, 
from $50 a month to $1300 a year; 
George Charette, gunners’ mate, to be 
a gunner, from $50 a month to $1400 a 
year; Rudolph Clauson, Osborne 
Deignan and Murphy, coxswains, to 
be chief boatswain’s mates, an increase 
of $20 a month; George F. Phillips, 
machinest, to be chief machinist, from 
$40 a month to $70 a month. In addi- 
tion to the promotions, steps have al-

crew. 


BLANCO’S LITTLE GAME. 


Tried to Lure Our Ships Wthin 
Range, but They Failed to Bite. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
KEY WEST (Fla.,) June 14, 8:45 a.m. 
—Capt.-Gen. Blanco has apparently not 
yet abandoned the hope of luring the 
American warships within range of the 
Havana batteries. He tried again on 
Friday morning last, but no better suc- 

cess than in his previous attempts. 

Advices received here today are to 
the effect that three Spanish ships 
ran out to the mouth of Havana har- 
bor on the day mentioned, and headed 
in an easterly direction. The vessels 
of the blockading squadron were lying 
well off shore, the nearest not being 
closer than 2000 yards. Upon sighting 
the Spaniards, they ran in a short dis- 
tance and opened fire on them. The 
volley of shot and shell brought no 
response from the enemy, but the ships 
speedily turned tail and, hugging the 
shore, under the batteries, ran back 
into the harbor. The American ships, 
however, did not accept the bait, and 
made no further attempt to molest 
them. 

The character of the Spanish boats 
could not be positively fixed on account 
of the distance, but the American offi- 
cers who participated in the affair say 
one or two were small gunboats of the 
class which has been maneuvering all 
along the north coast in futile efforts 
to draw the American ships within the 

re of the special batteries. 

Yesterday afternoon. three of the Ha- 
vana batteries, the Santa Clara bat- 
tery and sand batteries Nos. 1 and 2, 
deliberately opened fire on one of the 
auxillary gunboats which was cruising 
closely along the shore. About half a 
dozen shots were fired, none finding 
any other mark than the sea, although 
several dropped too close for comfort. 
The gunboat made no reply. but hur- 
ried out of danger, and made the re- 
port to the flagship of the blockading 
squadron. No attempt at retaliation, 
however, was made. 

HAPPENINGS IN. CUBA. 
{[A. P. NIGHT REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1898.] 
HAVANA, June 13.—[Delayed in 
transmission.] The United States 
cruiser Montgomery, at about 4 o’clock 
this afternoon approached nearer than 
is usually the case, to the Santa Clara 
battery, and fired thre shots at Punta 
Grava. The first shot was fired at 8000 
meters, apd the others were fired at 
9000 meters. The Montgomery then re- 
sumed her place in the blockading line. 
Her projectiles fell very near the bat- 
tery. A Spanish battery east of Moro 
Castle, fired one shot at the American 
warship. The German warship Geier 
arrived at Cienfuegos Saturday last. 
The British steamer Myrtledene left 
Isabella-Sagua for Halifax Friday last 
with 17,500 bags of sugar, a large quan- 
tity of manufactured tobacco, and fif- 
teen passengers on board. The ad- 
vices from Matanzas just received say 
that, Saturday last, 200 insurgents, 
commanded by Bermudez and Aguilar 
made an attempt to enter Cumanyagua, 
province of Matanzas, and succeeded in 
burning some houses, but the insur- 
gents were repulsed with loss, includ- 
ing one captain, Morrison; one lieu- 
tenant and two privates killed, and a 
sergeant, corporal and nine privates 
wounded. The Spanish had nineteen 
men wounded, 
The same force of insurgents was 
afterward encountered on Saturday and 
Sunday last, and the Spaniards claim 
they dispersed them with a loss of 
twelve killed. The insurgents are also 
reported to have carried away many 
of their wounded, and to have aban- 
doned a quantity of property which 
they looted at Cumanyagua. 
The local guerrilla force of Las Guca, 
province of Santa Clara, it is officially 
annouriced, has been engaged with and 
dispersed an insurgent force, which left 
eight men killed on the field. 

GETTING NEXT TO GERMANY.

MADRID, June 14.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The Spanish press has_in- 
creased its optimism based on the be- 
lief that Germany intends to prevent a 
bombardment of Manila by making a 
demonstration.

The Minister also 
said he had not received any confirma- 
tion of the reported third attack on 
Santiago. 

The Minister of War, Gen. Correa, 
declared the situation at Manila better 
than was supposed. He said Capt.- 
Gen. Augusti had concentrated 20,000 
men for the defense of the city, and his 
batteries of artillery are asserted to 
comprise 199 long-range guns. 

It was Officially announced today 
that Sefior du Bosc, the former Span- 
ish Charge d’Affaires at Washington, 
and Lieut. Carrana, the former Span- 
ish naval attaché at Washington, have 
been “invited” to leave Canada, owing 
to the Canadian authofities having in- 
ttercepted a letter which Lieut. Car- 
ranza addressed to the Minister of Ma- 
rine, giving an account of the condi- 
tion of the American fortifications. 


GOING TO PORTO RICO.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Secretary Alger today sent 
for Gen. Graham, in command of Camp 
Alger, and asked the exact number of 
troops that will be ready to be moved 
south at once. Gen. Graham replied 
there were 28,000 men in camp, but 
many were not properly equipped. 

“They must be equipped at once,” re- 
plied the Secretary.

| FIGHT LIKE SIOUX. 


SPANISH GUERRILLAS PERSECUTE 
OUR HEROIC MARINES. 


Deck Themselves With Leaves and 
Skulk Near Enough to Pick on 
American Pickets One by One. 
Question is How Long Can the 
Marines Stand It. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, June 14.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] CAMP M’CALLA (Guan- 
tanamo Bay,) June 13.—During the as- 
sault by the Spanish guerrillas all 
through last night, which was prose- 
cuted with determination on Lieut.- 
Col. Huntington’s little band of heroic 
marines, there were two of our troops 
killed and seven wounded. In addition 
to the casualties enumerated in the 
regular press dispatches, the following 
were wounded: Corporal Haggerty, Co. 
B, im the foot, and Privates M. Costello, 
Co. B, in the ear, and S. Dalton, Co. D, 
in the arm. 

The Spaniards made themselves. the 
color of the fields and woods by cover- 
ing the upper part of their bodies and 
hats with green leaves, and approached 
holding palm leaves before their faces. 
These woodland deckings, the men de- 
fending the hill did not detect, but 
scouting parties discovered the ruse 
through one of them firing on a moving 
leaf, which thereupon fell to the ground, 
the man behind it having toppled over 
dead. 

The Spaniards fight like Sioux. They 
steal up in the night. They skulk in 
the brush. They never charge or stand, 
except when they think they can cut 
off or annihilate a small party of 
American scouts. But they give the 
marines no rest. By day they fire at 
long range, just often enough and just 
well enough to keep the devoted band 
of heroes stirred up, restless, and alert. 
The question has come to how long is 
this gallant company of first-class 
fighting men to be left to withstand the 
assaults of four times their number, 
with a superior force familiar with 
every bush and bypath, every place for 
ambuscade, each point of advantage. 

That the Americans have not been 
butchered or driven back to their ships 
is simply a matter of lack of daring 
on the part of the Spaniards. If they 
had heart enough to rush by night, 
that hill on which the American flag 
flies, their assault would be certain of 
success from sheer force of superior 
numbers. But they don’t dare come on 
or come out in the open. Their policy 
seems to be to pick off American pick- 
ets one by one. In this way six have 
been killed, and others are getting that 
creepy feeling which comes from con- 
tinually fighting an unseen foe. 

‘The scene at the funeral today of 
those killed on Saturday was impres- 
sive. While some of the marines took 
the bodies of their comrades to the 
graves, others proceeded with the main 
work of changing the camp. Some of 
them were continuously on the lookout 
for the enemy, while others were busy 
packing up the baggage. There had 
been a lull for a few minutes in the 
firing, and the men had @ chance to 
look about, and see what was going on. 

The‘stretcher bearing the bodies had 
just been lifted to its place, and Chap- 
lain Jones of the Texas was about to 
begin reading the burial service, when 
the Spaniards, who could seg plainly 
what the men had gathered for, gave 
a fine exhibition of their boasted chiv- 
alry. They began shooting at the 
party from the western chaparral, and 

this action convinced everybody, if 
conviction were needed, that the stories 
told of Spanish brutality and barbar- 
ue. 
ger Pgh A, Co. B, Co. C, fall in, 
fall in,” was the word from one end of 
the camp to the other. The graves 
were deserted by all save the chaplain 
and the escort, who still stood unmoved. 
The men sprang everywhere to arms, 
and placed themselves behind rolled 
tents, knapsacks, bushes in hollows, or 
boxes and piles of stones, with rifles 
ready and eyes trained into the bushes. 

Little Colts began shooting. How- 
itzers roared, the blue smoke arose 
where the shells struck and burst in 
the chaparral, and the rifles snapped 
angrily. As the men caught sight of 
the place whence the enemy’s bullets 
came, there was trouble for the Span- 
jards in that stretch of chaparral, 
Then, too, to add to the booming and 
barking fusillade, from across the bay 
to the west there came the sharp crack 
of Spanish rifles. Another force was 
hidden there. 

The Texas moved in and began shell- 
ing, and the Spaniards were driven 
out, and shortly he firing ceased 
everywhere in the \brush and the 
funeral was resumed, The Texas still 
kept shooting with ber smaller guns on 
the chaparral near the camp. Once 
more the men gathered about the 
graves and Chaplain Jones began read- 
ing the service. He had nearly fin- 
ished when the rifles of the enemy 
again cracked. 

A dozen men in the pits by the old 
blockade house answered, and the 
chaplain kept right on with the solemn 
service. When he had fin:shed the men 
again took their rifles and resumed 
their work of watching. Meanwhile 
the Panther, close in near the camp 
landing, began shelling the brush. She 
kept at it for an hour. Little is known 
of the result of all the firing on the 
enemy, but buzzards are gathering over 

the hills tonight, and that is a sign dead 
men _are lying there. 

Lieut. Neville, who had charge of 
the reconnoitering party which left 


camp Saturday afternoon, and who for 


a time was believed to have been am- 
bushed and annihilated, said today in 


describing his trip: ‘“‘The first thing I. 


noticed was the great number of 
cuckoos we heard. At first we did not 
understand it, but after the call of the 
supposed bird, firing would take place 
from the brush. About midnight the 
cuckoos began to sing from all sides of 
us, and I realized what I had suspected, 
that the sounds of the cuckoos were 
signals of Spaniards. The cuckoos’ call 
broke out again just before dawn.” 
TEST THE CLIMATE.

NEW YORK, June 15.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The subject of the invasion 
of Havana is treated at considerable 
length by Washington correspondents 
of the Herald and the World. The

A World special from Gi- 
braltar, Spain, says: 

“Marine Minister Aunon will visit 
Cartagena and Ferrol before return- 
ing to Madrid, but merely for the pur- 
pose of delay. He has confessed that 
he is helpless to deal with the confu- 
sion, incompetence and corruption of 
the naval situation. When I left Cadiz 
last night there was an authentic re- 
report-in naval quarters that the bat. 
tleship Pelayo, the armored cruiser 
Emperador Carlos V, the torpedo-boat 
destroyers Audaz, Osade and Proser- 
pina, and the unarmed cruisers Rapido 
and -Patriota will sail Friday under 
sealed orders for the Canaries only. 

“There is great anxiety at the Span- 
ish ports in consequence of the con- 
templated sending of American cruisers 
over here during the summer. Many 
ports offer to pay the cost of subma- 
rine defenses. Seven steamers have 
been chartered by the government to 
start this week with supplies for Cuba. 
There is much talk about the Minister 
of Marine and Camara being interested 
in the discovery of a new explosive of 
tremendous force and very small vol- 
ume. It may be used promptly in the 
present war.” 

WILL TOLERATB NO NONSENSE. 

"(By WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

WASHINGTON, June 15.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A Cabinet officer this even- 
ing said: “Any interference on the part 
of Germany in the Philippines means 
war with Germany. If Germany does 
not realize this, she had better do so 
at once. We intend to hold the Philip- 
pines, and the administration will tol- 
erate no nonsense from Germany or any 
other country.” ° 

The Bureau of Naval Intelligence 
more than a week ago prepared for the 
use of the President and Cabinet the 
result of its researches in the matter 
of Germany's naval strength.

SECOND PHILIPPINE EXPEDI- 
TION ALMOST READY TO Go. 


Steamers China, Colon, Senator and 
ZealanMa Receive Theiz Quotas 
Enlisted Men, 


BRIG.-GEN. GREENE COMMANDS. 


ECMBARKATION PROCEEDS AMID 
MUCH PUBLIC EXCITEMENT.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

EAN FRANCISCO, June 14.—The sec- 
end fleet of transports to convey men 
and the accessories of war to the Phil- 
ivpines and incidentally to Admiral 
Pewey'’s aid is almost ready to start. 
‘he men, with the exception of a few 
officers, are all on board, and the fin- 
ishing touches are being put on the 
csrgoes. The last wagonloads of camp 
«cuippage are being carefully stored 
éway, and the cargoes are being 
trimmed, preparatory to the long voy- 
age. Orders were issued last night by 
Maj.-Gen. Otis to the commanders of 
the different companies to have their 
men prepared to leave camp early this 
morning, and the joyful news spread 
rapidly among the men, who have been 
waiting patiently for such orders for 
three weeks past, ever since the de- 
parture of the first fleet. There was 
little sleep for the volunteers at Camp 
Merritt last night, especially among 
those who received their orders to pre- 

re for the long journey. All night 
ong the men talked of the trip be- 
tween snatches of sleep which their 
tired muscles commanded, and they 
needed no second calling this morning 
to get them out of their tents. At an 
early hour everybody was astir. Cooks 
had been up half the night preparing 
breakfast for the soldiers—possiblty the 
last that many of them will eat on 
American soil. 

After the morning meal had been dis- 
posed of, the work of rolling the army 
blankets, overcoats and other military 
possessions was completed and the men 
were ready for the order to march. The 
regulars, with the calm demeanor of 
experienced soldiers, were the first who 
left camp. They consisted of Cos. F, 
D and EB of the Twenty-third United 
States Infantry and four companies of 
the Eighteenth United States Infantry. 

The Colorado regiment, 1000 strong, 
was the first of volunteers to leave the 
camp. The men were remarkably well 
equipped, and looked more like regu- 
lars than volunteers. They were in 
heevy marching order, and their fine 
appearance excited much praiseworthy 
comment from the thousands of spec- 
tators who lined the downtown streets. 

The Pennsylvanians’were the next to 
take their departure. They were a 
happy lot of men, and showed no evi- 
dences of any fear for the future. As 
they left the camp they were cheered 
by the ether soldiers and answered in 
kind. Their march to the water front 
took them along Golden Gate avenue, 
and as they passed two public school- 
houses the children greeted them with 
cheers and the waving of flags, and the 
soldier boys replied to this demonstra- 
tion with hurrah upon hurrah. The 
Utah men left the camp later in the 
day, and they had a hard time in pass- 
ing through the throngs of people gath- 
ered on Market street to witness the 
passing of the departing soldiers. 

The Nebraska troops did not leave 
Camp Merritt until this afternoon. Until 
this morning the Nebraska volunteers 
feared that their lot would be cast with 
the third expedition, and the welcome 
order to get ready to join the second 
expedition came as a great relief to 
their nerves and was received with 
cheers. 

All morring and early in the evening 
people gathered along the line of marca 
to see the soldiers and to say their 
good-byes. Every now and hten some 
volunteer or regular, more ofrtunate 
thar the rest, breke from the ranks to 
gay good-bye to friends or relatives. 
Bands played patriotic airs, and bombs 
and small cannon made lots of noise. 
The men were given 2 fine send-off, 
and there was evidence of genuine 
friendship for the strangers from the 
Fast Of course the demonstration was 
niot as great, nor was it so pitiful, as 
the one given the soldier boys of the 
first fleet of transports, but then the 
men who boarded the vessels today 
were not brothers and fathers, but they 
were reminded that even though they 
were far from home, the people of 
California felt for them, and showed 
them cs warm a gense of friendship 
as is possible between strangers. When- 
ever there was a stop, the ‘civilians 
gathered around the men and gave 
them fruit and other good things to 
eat, besides flowers. 

At the wharves the men were lunched 
by the Red Cross Society, which thus 
fiad the honor of giving the men the first 
welcome to the city, and the last dem- 
onstration of friendship before their de- 


pariure. 
Everything was excitement at the 
docks. Thousands of people gathered 


to witness the embarkation and to give 
the soldiers a parting cheer. Every 
steam whistle on the water front blew a 
salute, and the clanging of many bells 
added to the din. The vessels in the 
bay were gaily decorated with flags, 
and the buildings on the water front 
were literelly covered with the national 
colors. 

The assignment of troops to their 
respective vessels was as follows: 

Steamer China—First Colorado Regi- 
ment, two companies of Eighteenth 
United States Infantry, part of Co. A, 
Utah Artillery; detachment of Engi- 
neer Corps, under Maj. Bell. 

Steamer Colon—Battalion comprising 
Cos. F, D, E and B, Twenty-third 
United Siates Infantry; two companies 
Eighteenth United States Infantry; 
part of Battery A, Utah Artillery. 

Steamer Senator—First Nebraska 
Regiment. 

Steamer Zealandia—Tenth Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteers and Battery B, Utah 
Artillery. 

Brig.-Gen. F. V. Greene will be in 
command of the expedition. He will 
report to Maj-Gen. Merritt at 9 o’clock 
tomorrow for final instructions, and it 
is possible that the fleet may get away 
by noon, but it is probable that there 
will be a Celay of several hours. 

Up to 5 o’clock this evening none of 
the transports had left their docks for 
anchorage in the ee work of 
assigning the soldiers d loading of 
supplies and the trimming of cargoes 
not having been completed, but the ves- 
sels will probably go into the stream 
some time this evening. It has been 
given out that the vessels will get away 
for Manila tomorrow some time, but 
from unofficia! sources it is learned that 
much remains to be done before ithe 
fleet can take its departure, and that 
Thursday will probably be the day 
finally se: for the commencement of 
the journey. 

LATER: Late this evening the 
transports China, Colon and Zealandia, 
laden with troons, vere towed into the 
stream. The fenator will remain at 
her dock al!\ night. The latest in- 
formation is the fleet will get away 


| tomorrow, though the hour of sailing is 
uncertain.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] With two Manila expedi- 
tions off its hands, the War Depart- 
ment has determined there shall be less 
deluy in getting away the remainder 
of the transports. There are three 
ships practically ready to go, the Ohio, 
Indiana and Morgan City, while next 
week it is expected three of the 
Northern Pacific ships which have just 
been given register and the City of 
Puebla will be at San Francisco and 
Seattle. making ready. While it is 
recognized that these will not carry 
all the men, it is expected they will 
take away more than half the entire 
expedition, and that ships due to ar- 
rive, the City of Para, Peru, San Blas, 
Alan.eda, with others of the Pacific 
Coast Steamship Company’s fieet in the 
emergency, will be ready for use so 
that practically the entire force_ will! 
have gotten off by the latter part of 
June. 

The publication here of the news- 
paper stories from San Francisco that 
the soldiers are not fed and are falling 
in the ranks from starvation, causes 
much indignation here. Commissary- 
General Eagan, who was purchasing 
commissary at San Francisco for 
many years, and knows the maket 
thoroughly, said today that he did not 
believe it possible there could be such 
a condition, and that not a single com- 
plaint had reached his department. 

A humorous phase was given the 
matter recently when a Grand Army 
man of Philadelphia wrote the Secre- 
tary of War as an “Old Comrade,” fin- 
closing one of the stories of starvation 
from a San Francisco yellow sheet, 
and saying he was just the man to un- 
earth frauds in the food supply, if 
any, and that if he were given em- 
ployment he would soon proceed to 
San Francisco and compel the con- 
tractors to give the soldiers good food. 
His offer was not accepted. 

The government has declined eto en- 
tertain the proposition of the Tubbs 
Cordage Company of $1 a bale for 
hemp carried by transports on the re- 
turn trip from Manila. It was shown 
that the government would lose money 
on the basis*of paying $1000 a day for 
most of the steamers, and the delay of 
a day at each end for loading and un- 
loading would eat up any profits. This, 
coupled with the fact that the Secretary 
of War has no authority to sublet 
property, and the feeling that the de- 
partment should not go into competi- 
tion with private carriers caused the 
refusal to entertain the proposition.

CHAMBER OF DEPUTIFS HOLDS A 
BEAR GARDEN MEETING.

After Passing a Vote of Confidence 
in the Government, the Meline 
Mintetry is Given a Body Blow 
Amid Intense Excitement aud 
an Uproar. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


PARIS, June 14.—[By Atlantic Cable.] 
The Chamber of Deputies today by 295 
to 273 passed a vote of confidence in the 
government. The Meline ministry later 
was defeated in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties by 296 to 246 votes, amid intense 
excitement. The house was crowded, 
as were the public galleries. 

The Premier, M. Meline, opened the 
proceedings by vehemently repudiating 
the statement that he was engaged in 
an anti-democratic policy, but he de- 
clared that the accession of Socialists 
to power would spell ruin for France. 

Ex- Minister Bourgeois followed, 
taunting M. Meline with being unwill- 
ing to cut himself free from the Right- 
ists and several Extreme Leftists con- 
tinued their severe strictures of the 
Premier's “undemocratic policy.” 

M. Ribot then delivered a warm 
eulogy of the Premier and proposed a 
vote of confidence in the government, 
but its terms elicited loud protests from 
the Rightists and general excitement. 
M. Meline, however, accepted the terms 
of the motion, whereupon M. Cassaig- 
nac charged him with throwing over 
the Rightists. The Premier retorted 
that he had never asked for the sup- 
port of the Rightists. 

The first part of M. Ribot’s motion, 
“the chamber approving the declara- 
tions of the government,” was then 
adopted by a vote of 289 to 272, as al- 
ready cabled to the Associated Press, 
and the second part, “is determined to 
put in force the policy of democratic 
reform based on the union of repub- 
licans,”’ was adopted by 525 to 5 votes. 
Thus far matters went comparatively 
smoothly; then M. Henri Ricard moved 
to add the words “and supported by a 
majority exclusively Republicaas.” 

M. Meline refused to accept this ad- 
dition, M. Ricard insisted upon a vote, 
ond the addition was carried by 296 to 
246, whereupon there was a terrible 
uproar. The members of the extreme 
left arose en masse and shouted for 
the retirement of M. Meline. M. Ber- 
teaux yelled: “Get out, you are de- 


feated.’’ Others, pointing to the minis- 
terial bench, indulged in a chorus of 
**boohs.”’ The Socialists vociferated 


“resign, resign.”’ 

When a lull occurred another vote 
was taken on the entire motion, which 
M. Meline accepted, swallowing the ob- 
noxious addition, and the motion was 
adopted by 284 to 272 votes. The Cham- 
ber of Deputies then adjourned until 
Monday. 

In the lobbies of the chamber the 
opinion was freely expressed that M. 
Meline would resign after the council 
tomorrow, though nothing is certain, 
owing to the contradictory character of 
the votes.

DEMOCRATS CHANGE FRONT. |

WASHINGTON, June 14.—At a cau- 
cus of the Democrats of the House, 
held immediately after the recess of 
the House was taken, resolutions were 
adopted declaring the sense of the 
Democrats of the House to be opposed 
to Hawaiian annexation, as a con- 
Summation that would prove injurious 
to the interests of the United States 
and contrary to the long-e¢tablishead 
and generally-recognized policy of the 
fovernment. The action was taken 
after one hour had been consumed in 
discussing the advisability of adopting 
any resolutions upon the proposition 
of annexation. 

Mr. Bailey of Texas, Mr. King of. 
Utah, Mr. Williams of Mississippl, 
and Mr. Dinsmore of Arkansas were 
the prominent speakers in advocacy of 
caucus action, and Mr. Sulzer of New 
York, Mr. Cochran of Missouri and Mr. 
De Vries of California led in opposi- 
tion. Prior to the caucus there was a 
likelihood of several Democrats who 
favored annexation declining to go into 
the caucus, fearing lest they might be 
placed in a situation that would re- 
quire their votes to be cast in accord- 
ance with the caucus action and con- 
trary to their convictions. All finally 
entered the caucus, however, upon the 
distinct understanding that the action 
to be taken would be advisory rather 
than mandatory, and that no Demo- 
crat should be bound by the resolu- 
tions. 

The resolutions were adopted by a 
Vote of 511017. As to the effect of the 
caucus action, the Democratic ‘advo- 
cates of annexation expressed the opin- 
ion that some votes would be lost. 
Prior to the caucus it was claimed that 
two-thirds would vote for annexation, 
but now it is believed one-fourth will 
More nearly represent the Democratic. 
vote in Support of the resolutions. 

ANNEXATION ASSURED. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE To THE TIMES. ] 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The only hope of the anti- 
annexationists in the Senate is to break 
a quorum. That they cannot do, as 
indicated in the dispatch of last night, 
and there is gloom in the anti-annexa- 
tion camp tonight. The Democrats 
will not vote solidly against Hawaiian 
annexation when the roll is called to- 
morrow evening. That was _ settled 
when the conference today, by a vote 
of 15 to 17, passed resolutions declar- 
ing against annexation, but they could 
not pass a motion to make the action 
binding upon the members of the party. 
As eight or nine favorable to Hawali 
left the meeting, which was called for 
@ caucus, but Was not one, this shows 
the Democratic strength for annexa- 
tion to be 25 or 26. In fact, it is pre- 
dicted tonight that there will be 40 
votes for Hawaii. 

It was a glorious victory for annexa- 
tion, and the Democrats favoring it are 
not more jubilant than the Repub- 
licans, who see in this break in the 
ranks of the minority party a forerun- 
mer of that break which, it is confi- 
dently predicted, will occur in the Sen- 
ate next week. No one now.anticipates 
more *han ten days’ discussion, and 
there are signs that the filibuster may 
not last so long. The report now is 


that Senator Pettigrew has been forced 


by friends to abandon his proposed f\}i- 


buster, and that he will be content: 


with a speech of a couple of hours’ 
length, declaring his position. 

Be this as it may, there is no danger 
that the Republicans will give in. This 
was foreshadowed in the response of 
silver men to Senator Frye'’s question 
as to what they twould do, “We wil! 
stand by you if you intend to make a 
fight to the end. If the intention is to 
make only a short fight and then sur- 
render, we will not go into the struggle 
Frye soon assured Senator 
Cannon of lMah that there would be a 
fight to the end, and the silver men are 
in it strong. 

Dinsmore, in charge of the opposi- 
tion to Hawaii in the House, has made 
@ strong fight in the face of heavy 
odds. He has saved a strong card for 


the closing debate tomorrow. It is 
understood there will be no Democrats 
to speak, all of the opposition time be- 
ing given to Republican opponents of 
the bill.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—A bill to

Speaking further along 
of the law which condemned trusts he 
said: “That law will not reach this in- 
stitution, yet here is the most damna- 
ble trust ever conceived, a trust that 
has tremendous and almost unlimited 
powers.” 
Mr. Pettus offered an amendment to 
the bill providing that the proposed 
bank should not charge or receive more 
than 6 per @ent. interest on loans. 
Pending a vote upon the amendment, 
Mr. Perkins of California, presented an 
argument in favor of the bill. He ar- 
cued that the proposed bank was a 
duty to the people of this country who 
desired to do business with our Central 
or South American neighbors, and it 
was a notice to the world that the 
United States proposed to mdke an 
effort to reach out for the busi- 
ness of the Western Hemisphere. 
Mr. Frve of Maine was. surprised 
that there should be a serious objection 
to a Pan-American bank. This pro- 
posed bank, he said, is simply an in- 
strumentality for the promotion of our 
export ‘trade. 
Mr. Teller of Colorado maintained 
that the proposed bank would not re- 
lieve the situation, and it would not 
be relieved until we had ships doing 
Wusiness with South and Central 
America. The failure to sell goods in 
the southern countries was not, in his 
opinion, due to a lack of banking 
facilities in the United States. 


Mr. Bacon reviewed the bili very 
much as Mr. Teller viewed it.

The at- 
tachment was issued on the ground 
that Leiter is a non-resident. 


PANIC IN LIVERPOOL 
[ASS VCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

LONDON, June 14.—The collapse of 
the Leiter wheat corner has caused a 
panic in the Liverpool market. In 
London the news of the collapse was 
received with equanimity. The con- 
sensus of opinion of a number of oper- 
ators on Mark Lane is that the English 
market will gain a steadiness now that 
the plunger operating without regard to 
market precedents is shaken out.

RED CROSS SOCIETY. 


Ten Days’ Work—Third Shipment 
Ready to Be Sent. 


The Los Angeles branch of the Red Cross 
Society is still busily at work at its head- 
quarters in the Bradbury building, and the 
large amount of work already accomplished 
in its ten days’ existence gives ample progf 
of its ability to render practical assistance 
in its chosen field. The branch has been 
given a frank by the Postal Telegraph Com- 
pany, and all the work done is in.response 
to special requests and directions telegraphed 
from the headquarters in San Francisco. 
Two shipments have been made since the 
opening of the branch, and the third is now 
ready to be forwarded. The first, which was 
sent last Wednesday, included 900 abdominal 
bandages, 861 caps, 34% dozen housewives, 39 
comfort bags, 16 dozen towels, 12 dozen 
handkerchiefs and a collection of books, 
magazines and papers. 

The second shipment consisted of 2400 
pounds of dried fruit, which was already 
on its way to the steamer at 10 o'clock in 
the morning, although the call for it had 
been received at 6 o’clock on the previous 
evening. The Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany has already taken about three thou- 
sand pounds of stuff to San Francisco, and 
the third installment, now ready to Go, 
includes 16 dozen socks, 12 dozen handker- 
chiefs, 400 abdominal bandages, 300 gauze 
bandages, 100 hospital sheets, 50 pillow cases, 
100 -housewives, 6 sets of underwear, 19 
dozen jars of jellies and preserved fruit, 
more literature, and in response to a 
special request from Gen. Mrerritt, thirty 
denim: pillowcases, to be later filled with 
straw and’ used in field-hospital work. 

A number of the church guilds and aid 
societies of the city have taken up the 
work, and are rendering able assistance. 
The machines are nearly always busy, and 
interested women come and go, taking out 
work to be done or returning it completed. 
Members of the Reception Committee are 
always on hand to receive contributions.

Sensational Allegations ina Will

OAKLAND, June 14.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.]

He joined the noble red men in 
a dance around a jug of wine, and to- 
day is laid up in bed suffering from 
several severe knife-wounds which, 
while serious, are not considered dan- 
gerous. How he escaped from the howl- 
ing band he cannot now recollect, but 
he has an idea that he had to run the 
gauntlet, and that the knife-wounds 
are but mere mementoes of the old- 
fashioned game. 

It seems that Richards was to blame 
for the whole ncaa ten in had con- 
ceived the idea he Indians were 
pretty good fellows, and, bent on show- 
ing goodfellowship, he had made a call 
upon them with a big jug of wine un- 
der his arm. The red.men took kindly 
to “the foot juice,” and Richards was 
welcomed into the circle. The fun 
grew fast and furious as the wine cir- 
culated, and soon the Indians were 
whooping and dancing about in aborigi- 
nal fashion. 

Richards had drunk his share of the 
wine and was rather enjoying the sport. 
He did not notice that his companion- 
ship was obnoxious to the hosts after 
the liquor was all gone and that they 
were casting murderous looks in his di- 
rection. All that he does remember 
was that they finally had a general row 
and that all seemed to want to vent 
their spleen upon the “paleface.” 

In the general melee knives were 
drawn, and Richards became the target 
for them. He was stabbed several 
times in the chest and one deep cut 
across the back between the shoulder- 
blades bears witness to the evil intent 
of one of his assailants. He finally 
managed to get away, and was cared 
for by friends. It is reported tonight 
that two Indians have been placed un- 
der arrest by a local constable and are 
now in the lock-up at Niles. 


FRESNO FUSIONISTS.

WIDBER’S BOND GOOD. 


The Surety Company Will Have to 
Pay San Francisco. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, June 14.—The Fi- 
delity and Deposit Company of Mary- 
land will have to pay $100,000 for hav- 
ing acted as surety upon the bond of 
A. C. Widber, the defaulting treasurer 
of this city. The suit of the city and 
county to recover the amount of the 
bond was decided by Judge Belcher 
this morning in the plaintiff’s favor. 
As by express stipulation it was agreed

OPPOSING PETITIONS FILED. 


Julius L. Franklin’s Will Contested. 
Sensational Allegations Made. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 14.—Two 
petitions opposing the probate of the 
will of the late Julius L. Franklin 
were filed today. The estate affected 
is valued at about $500,000. The alle- 
gations made are of a sensational 
character. 

The petitioners are B. J. Frani$in, 
Mollie Wilson and Earl Porter, the 
children of Franklin by a former mar- 
riage with an Indian woman. This 
marriage, it is alleged, was not dis- 
solved or annulled when Franklin 
married the woman who is now his 
widow, and who holds the greater 
part of the estate left behind him. In 
his will, Franklin recognized the pe- 
titioners as his children, but he practi- 
cally disinherited them. They will 
now contest his will. In their second 
petition they demand the removal of 
Mrs. Pauline Franklin as executrix 
of the estate ven of alleged faise 
returns the ventory. | The con 


testants contend that when Franklin 
made his will he was of unsound 
mind and incompetent. 
The contesting parties 
Franklin married Mary Franklin, an 
Indian woman, in 1861, and deserted 
her in 1870, going to Portland, where 
he engaged in business. Later he 
came to this city, where he was the 
agent of a lottery company, and was, 
at the time of his death, reputed to be 
worth at least $500,000. The petition 
for Mrs. Franklin's removal as execu- 
trix, recites that the inventory re- 
turned by her shows that Franklin's 
estate has a value of only $2953. It 
is asserted that the estate left by the 
deceased was at least a half million 
dollars. The first wife of the de- 
ceased is now living in Portland.

CROP SUMMARY. 


Prospects for Fruits, Cereals and 
Vegetables Improving. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 14.—The crop] 


summary for this State for the week 
ending June 13,isas follows: “The sec- 
ond week in June was marked by scant 
rainfall and temperature about normal, 
Light showers fell along the coast on 
the 9th and 10th. In the northern por- 
tion of the Sacramento Valley there 
were thunder showers on the 12th, with 
a rainfall of a tenth of an inch. Cloudy 
weather has prevailed along the entire 
coast, with frequent heavy fogs. On 
the whole, the weather has been favor- 
able for vegetation. 

“Haying is nearly over, and more hay 


of good quality is reported than was] 


expected a month ago. Grain also will 
yield better than anticipated. Consid- 
erable wheat will be harvested within 
the coming fortnight. 

“Fruit of all kinds is doing well. Ap- 
ples promise a very large crop. Pears 
and prunes are developing nicely; beets, 
potatoes and onions flourishing; oranges 
will make a heavy crop. 

“Alfalfa hay grown on irrigated lands 
is of great help to stock. In Orange 
county it is reported that much of the 
shert barley hay has been saved by at- 
taching a table to mowing machines, 
catching the short hay and saving it in 
winnows clear of dirt.” 


WONG WEN WON'T WAIT. 


His Certificate is Defective and He 
Must Go Home. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
SAN FRANCISCO, June 14.—A deci- 
sion rendered today by United States 
Commissioner Heacock in the case of 
Wong Wen, will tend toward settling 
the conflict between the treaty with 
China and the act of 1884, relative to 
the landing of Chinese. Wong Wen 
arrived here on the steamer Belgic 
with sixty of his countrymen, all of 
whom sought to enter on merchant's 
certificates issued under the act of 
1884, and his case was submitted to 

test the law. 

The government held that the cer- 
tificate in question was defctive, as 
necessary details were not stated. The 
petitioner claimed that these state- 
ments were not demanded by the 
treaty, which it was asserted took 
precedence over the act of Congress. 
Commissioner Heacock sustained the 
objections to the certificate and a rec- 
ee for deportation was 
made.

He was a native of Selbyville, Ind., but 
had lived in Missouri and Kansas in 
the early days. He was a man of some 
means and of high standing and widely 
known. Two sons live in Texas. The 
driver attempted to stop his wagon, 
but it was too late, and the blocked 
wheel crushed his skull. 


Fire at Canyon City. 


SKAGUAY (Alaska,) June 10. Wired 
from Seattle, Wash, June 14.—News 
was received here by telephone this 
afternoon that a serious fire was raging 
at Cafion City, a small town above 
Dyea on the Chilkoot trail. The fire 
was still burning. A number of. build- 
ings had already been burned, among 
them the large establishment of 
Freighter Noyes. 


Big Transfer Barge Wrecked. 


VANCOUVER (B. C.,) June 14.—An 
unconfirmed report Was reached here 
that the big barge “Transfer No. 1,” 
belonging to the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, has been wrecked on the coast 
south of Skeena River. The Transfer 
left in tow of the tug Czar a few days 
ago with the largest shipment of cattle 
ever sent to Dawson from this port. 


The Moran Fleet. 


SEATTLE (Wash.,) June 14.—The 
steamer City of Seattle, which arrived 
here this morning from Alaska, reports 
passing the Moran fleet of eleven 
steamers on its way to the mouth ot 
the Yukon River near Fort Wrangel.

CHEST OF MONEY STOLEN. 


Chinese Laborer Held to Answer for 


Grand Larceny. 


Lon Yuen, a Chinese farm laborer, 
was held in $1000 bail by Justice Owens 
yesterday to answer the charge of 
grand larceny. Yuen worked for a 
Chinese company, engaged in aspara- 
gus culture in the Vernon district. On 
May 26 Yuen saw Woo Ark put $240 
in a small trunk kept in one of the 
farm buildings. That evening, while 
the other laborers on the place were 
eating their supper, Yuen complained 
that he felt sick and refused to eat 
with the rest. Instead he went into the 
adjoining hut, where the trunkful of 
money was kept. Later in the evening 
he said he was going to the city for 
medical treatment. He did not return 
to the ranch any more, not even to 
claim the wages due him. 

When Woo Ark went to look for his 
money, it was gone, trunk and all. A 
window, fastened from the inside, stocd 
wide open, showing which way the 
trunk went. Tracks corresponding to 
the shoes worn by Lon Yuen led toa 
cornfield. There mid the waving g@orn 
was found the rifled trunk. A white 
boy saw Yuen leaving the cornfield 
about the time the robbery is supposed 
to have been committed. 

These circumstances seemed proof 
enough to warrant Yuen’s arrest and 
his trial for grand larceny. The Chi- 
nese upon whom the loss falls have em- 
ployed special counsel and are pre- 
pared to prosecute Yuen to the full 
extent of the law. He has employed a 
lawyer himself and will make a hard 
fight for liberty.

OLD FIGURES TO THE CITY. 


Important Special Sessien of the 
City Council—City Hall Chimneys 
in a Dengerous Condition.

DISPUTED WATERS OF THE LA

A Wood and Coal Deal Under Ad- 
visement by Judge Clark—Incor- 
rigible Emma Rinpigler Who 
Does Nothing Very Bad. 


At a conference between the City 
Council and representatives of the Los 
Angeles City Water Company yester- 
day morning, the latter officially pro- 
posed to sell the property of the City 
Water Company alone to the city for 
$2,000,000, or that property, together 
with the property of the Crystal Springs 
Water Company for $3,000,000. The 
proposition was made pby Attorney 
Chapman for the company, who had 
the day before filed with the City At- 
torney a detailed description of all the 
properties. The Water Supply Com- 
mittee was directed to take up the 
matter and make an examination of 
the descriptions. Another special ses- 
sion is to be held Friday afternoon at 2 
o'clock to receive the report of that 
committee. Special sessions will there- 
after be held at as frequent intervals 
as necessary for an early settlement of 
the matter. 

The board of examining architects 
appointed some months ago to examine 
the conditions of the City Hall, filed 
its report yesterday. It is shown that 
the tower is not in a dangerous condi- 
tion, but the members believe that the 
occupants of the City Hall are endan- 
gered by the pregence on the building 
of huge chimneys so braced, or not 
braced, that a slight earthquake might 
cause them to crash through the roof. 

The experiment of buying or at- 
tempting to buy fire horses at an open 
sale, in which the animals offered are 
to be exhibited in front of the City 
Hall, is to be tried this morning by the 
Board of Fire Commissioners. 

The contentions in the suit of Lang- 
ley against Baker, tried yesterday by 
Judge Allen sitting without a jury, 
were of a most contradictory charac- 
ter. The plaintiff claimed from the de- 
fendant for a shortage in his collection 
of rents, as his agent, while the de- 
fendant repudiated ever having been 
the agent, but claimed that the lands 
in question were leased by him. After 


the matter had been threshed out, the 


court gave judgment for the plaintiff.

WANT THREE MILLIONS. 


THAT IS THE WATER COMPANY’S 
PRICE FOR ITS PROPERTIES. 


The Matter to Be Again Considered 
Friday — Report of Examining 
Architects as to the City Heil 
Defects. 


The Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany has officially stated what its price 
to the city will be. It demands $2,000,- 
000 for its own property, Known as 
such, or $3,000,000 for that plant and 
the property of the Crystal Springs 
Land and Water Company. The en- 
tire matter has been referred to the 
Water supply Committee of the City 
Council for the purpose of examining 
the descriptions of the property of the 
company, and the accompanying map. 
A report will be made by that commit- 
tee at a special session of the City 
Council to be held Friday afternoon at 
2 o’clock. Extra sessions of the Coun- 
cil will be held thereafter at frequent 
intervals until the matter is settled, 
or until it is ascertained that there is 
no hope of a settlement by a conference 
representatives of the 
company and the officials of the city. 
The foregoing is an epitome of what 
was done at the special session of the 
City Council yesterday morning. The 
session was brief and businesslike. It 
was wholly devoid of displays of feel- 
ing or attempts at gallery plays, and 
there was no division among the mem- 
bers as to what should be done when 
the suggestion to refer the matter Was 
made. 

The session was called to order 
promptly at 10 o’clock by President 
Gilver. Councilmen Baker and Ma- 
thuss were absent, the former having 
bee ndelayed by a late train from 
Santa Ana, and the latter being in 
Chicago. . Baker came in later. 
There were few people in the lobby 
when the session opened, but in a few 
minutes a number of persons came into 
the Council chamber. Among the rep- 
resentatives of the company and others 
who had been attracted there by the 
importance of the meeting were John 
S. Chapman, 8S. H. Mott, J. M. Elliott 
Charles D. Monroe, W. J. Broderick, 
William Mulholland, Thomas Fergu- 
son, E. Moltman, J. C. Drake and Max 
Lowenthal. 

In stating the object of the meeting 
President Silver said: 

“Gentlemen of the Council: This 
session is held for the purpose of con- 
ferring with representatives of the Los 
Angeles City Water Company upon the 
question of what improvements that 
company claims the city should take 
over under contract made between the 
city and the predecessors of the com- 
pany July 22, 1868, which expires on the 
22d of next month; also that we way 
learn the price demanded by said com- 
pany for the improvements which have 
been made from time to time on the 
original plant leased to the company 
by the city. We shall be glad to hear 
from the representatives of the water 
company.” 

Attorney Jonn 8S. Chapman, counsel 
for the company, was then recognized. 
He said: 

“Our report as to the property 
owned by the company has heen filed 
with the City Attorney and accom- 
panying it are ps showing just 
where and dhat that property is. 
In that report we have endeavored to 
clearly outline what property, in our 
opinion, the city should purchase un- 
der the contract. The report contains, 
in addition to a statement o* the prop- 
erties of the Los Angeles City Water 
Company, a cetailed description of the 
property of the Crystal Springs Water 
Company. The schedule of property is 
complete and accurate with one excep- 
tion, and that, pursuant to the request 
of the Council, is described by refer- 
ence to the deed executed by the 
Sheriff on foreclosure proceedings 
against the Citizens’ Water Company. 

“We concede that the city is not 
obliged to purchase the property cf 
the Crystal Springs Company, but it 
has always been our belief that both 
properties are very valuable taken to- 
gether, .although taken separately; 
that is, ¥f the plant of the Los Angeles 


| 


City Water Company is bought alone, 
the other will be'of less value, The 
timé will come when both will be 
needed by the city, and will have to be 
used together. No one knows better 
than the Los Angeles City Water 
Company the rapid growth of this city. 
It is too conspicuous to need reference, 
but that very growth makes all the 
more evident the value of such prop- 
erties as reservoir sites, and we claim 
that the time is not far distant when 
the city will need such a system of ad- 
ditional supply as will adequately fur- 
nish the city with a supply of water. 

“We are prepared to name a price for 
either or both properties, and we are 
anxious that the matter shall be set- 
tled. We are prepared to talk over 
these matters with you im order to 
reach a settlement at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. If you could meet us 
in an informal conversational manner, 
where the subject could be generally 
and intelligently discussed, we have no 
doubt as to a final settlement. An 
early adjustment of the matter is, I 
know, desirable by the city in order 
that the city may proceed to issue 
bonds for the payment of the price 
which may be agreed upon."’ 

President Silver asked City Attorney 
Dunn if there was any report on the 
matter and the latter presented the 
communication which he had received 
from the company the day before an. 
read it. This communication was pub- 
lished in full yesterday morning in The 
Times. After reading it Mr. Dunn 
stated that the detailed description of 
the property of both companies was in 
his hands. “There is nothing addi- 
tional needed to comply with the re- 
quest of the Council,” said the City 
Attorney, “except the description of 
personal property held by the company. 
A list of such property, however, would 
not be the same tomorrow as it is to- 
day, as it included tools and such other 
small articles as are in constant use 
and which cannot at all times be ac- 
counted for. It seems to me, Mr. 
President and gentlemen of the Coun- 
cil, that this report which I have read 
and these descriptions of property are 
sufficient to give a committee plenty of 
work in checking up the property. By 
reference to the map which accom- 
panies the descriptions the extent and 
location of the property can be deter- 
mined, and all of this will have to be 
checked up before the Council can act 
intelligently. I would suggest that a 
committee and the City Engineer go 
over this work and that a report he 
had from them at another session Jater 
in the week.” 

Mr. Chapman then presented the 
schedule of personal property, which he 
said had been completed only an hour 
before by Superintendent Mulholland. 
It was filed with the Clerk. 

“How about the matter of price?” in- 
quired the President. 

“I am prepared to state the price if 
the Council desires to hear it,” said 
Mr. Chapman, “We will take $3,000,000 
for the whole property, that is the 
property of both companies, including 
everything, or we will sell the property 
of the Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany without the Crystal Springs prop- 
erty for $2,000,000. If it is the wish of 
the Council to negotiate { would sug- 
gest that you appoint a com'nittee to 
ascertain what we can do. We could 
meet from day to day if desired.” 

City Attorney Dunn asked Mr. (‘hap- 
man if the price *2,090,%) included tie 
property which in the description was 
designated as the property of the Los 
Angeles City Water Company. Mr. 
Chapman replied that such was his 
meaning and stated that in preparing 
the schedule every effort had been made 
to properly and carefully segregate the 
different properties. Pending a settle- 
ment with the city all of the stock of 
the water company had been placed in 
the hands of trustees, who were em- 
pemeres to consummate the sale to the 
city. 

Mr. Toll moved that when the Council 
adjourned it be to meet Thursday 
morning af 10 o'clock, but at the request 
of Mr. Chapman he changed the time 
to Friday afternoon at 2 o’clock, Mr. 
Nickell suggesting that the committee 
might *need more timé than was first 
proposed. The motion prevailed. 

Mr. Grider moved that the matter be 
referred to the Water Supply Commit- 
tee to examine the descriptions and re- 
port at the special meeting to ke held 
Friday. City Attorney Dunn suggested 
that instead of the record showing that 
the matter had been referred to the 
committee, that the motion be that the 
committee be directed to take up and 
examine into the matter. He explained 
that a technical point was involved in 
the reference. The motion was changed 
in accordance with the. suggestion of 
Mr. Dunn and was’ unanimously 
adopted. 

The Council then adjourned and the 
committee at once retired to the office 
of the City Engincer and with him be- 
gan their difficult work. The other 
members began an info;mal discussion 
of the subject with the representatives 
of the company, which continued for 
half an hour, and the party then dis- 
persed. 


DANGEROUS CHIMNEYS. 


City Hall Defects Found by the Ex- 
amining Architects. 


The board of examining architects 
appointed by the City Council several 
months ago to examine into the condi- 
tion of the City Hall, filed their report 
in the City Clerk's office yesterday. The 
board found the tower safe enough, 
but pointed out the dangerous condi- 
tion of certain chimneys. The report 
follows: 

“We have examined the tower In 
reference to the alleged vibration of 
the same, caused by the ringing of 
the bell, and we report that damage 
by such cause is in no wise apparent. 
At the same time we believe that the 
sounds of the bell are materially viti- 
ated by its position—being surrounded 
by heavy piers and columns’ which 
must detract from the effect of its 
ringing. The masonry seems to be in 
good shape, but we bear in mind that 
at the time of the construction of the 
tower that the pressed brick and the 
common brick, in being laid up, did not 
settle equally; in other words, the out- 
side pressed brick veneering took the 
weight, due to the relaxation of the 
common brick work on the inside. Thus, 
said brick work had cracked at various 
places, and the same had been reme- 
died by a course or courses of the 
pressed brick being taken out on the 
exterior, at the instance of consulting 
Architect Morgan, allowing the interior 
common brick work to take the weight 
intended, and which has fully amelior- 
ated the then defective condition. 

“We find a few cracks on the inside 
of the tower, but none of them seem 
to have any great length. They may 
have been produced in the general ac- 
commodation, after the exterior courses 
of pressed brick had been taken out. 

“We find that, although the masonry 
seems to be in good condition. that 
the interior platforms or floors do not 
seem to be stable or stiff enough to 
work in accord with the masonry. We 
believe that the anchoring has been 
lax. We recommend (not that we think 
the tower is dangerous, or showing 
signs of settlement or inequalities, that 
in a sway caused by an earthquake 
would necessarily result badly,) that an 
internal system of braces be put in by 
continuing the present framework of 
the bell carriage down to twenty or 
thirty feet within the tower, and tieing 
the walis thereto laterally and diago- 
nally, thus improving the stability of 
the structure. 

“Although ‘not believing that the 
presence of the bell in the past has 
been dangerous to the stability of the 
tower. and admitting that no percept]- 
ble vibration has occurred, still at the 
same time we cannot but admit that 
the continued use of the bell'in its 
present position might have an inju- 
rious effect in the remote future: but 
from the standpoint of acoustics the 


bell would be better if removed. In ] 


the city 


fact, we believe that a fire-alarm bell 
in a thickly-settled neighborhood, in- 
stead of being an advantage to the 
community, is a nuisance, and the use 
of bells for this purpose has become 
well-nigh obsolete in large cities. 

“While we have not examined the 
remainder of the hall, we could not help 
noticing the presence of two very large 
chimneys which are a constant men- 
ace to the safety ef the building. The 
length between their braces, that is, the 
floor line of the attic and rafter line, is 
prebably some thirty or forty feet. The 
interim of brick work might be In 
danger of being upset or broken off 
by an earthquake, and such a result 
would be disastrous to the stories be- 
low, especially to the HNbrary. as many 
tons of brick work might thereby be 
thrown down, causing great loss of life 
as well as damage to property, as the 
general reading-room and the refer- 
ence-room of the library would be dl- 
rectly in their paths. 

“The other portions of the building 
it was not in our province to examine, 
still at the same time we noticed 
enough to suggest that the entire 
huilding he examined, although, at the 
same time, we do not intimate, nor 
do we know of anything else of an ex- 
tremely dangerous character; but we 
wish to emphasize the matter of the 
chimneys above referred to and we 
also believe that it would be advisable 
to brace the interior of the tower, as 
we have suggested, whether used for 
bell purposes or not. 

“In closing, understanding that there 
has been brick and other masonry fall- 
ing, we wish to say that this can occur 
to any building, as the cap stones or 
coping. as well as silating or tiling, 
should be periodically examined, as 
disintegration from weather or other 
causes may cause the same to hecome 
loosened. This examination we have 
not made.”

The application of Charles E. Bar- 
nard for a liquor license to do busi- 
ness at No. 106 Court street was 
granted on motion of Commissioner 
Preuss, and umder suspension of the 
rules. 

The following applications for liquor 
licenses were referred to the Chief: 
Clemefis Sochse, No. 910 East Ninth 
street; Joseph Belahlavek, No. 808 
Macy street; Charles Henry, No. 1504 
San Fernando street. 

Applications for appointment as spe- 
cial policemen were received and filed 
from Walter Bisbee and I. B. McMahill. 

Chief Glass filed his monthly report 
for May. It shows that during the 
month 342 persons were arrested, of 
whom 273 were convicted, 55 dismissed, 
5 held to answer, and 9 cases are still 
pending. Of this number 121 were 
drunks. Disturbers of the neace come 
next, 54 persons having been arrested 
for this misdemeanor. The-hitching or- 
dinance got 42 people into’ trouble, 
while the balance of the cases were dis- 
tributed among the other misdemeanor 
and felony charges. The detective de- 
partment recovered $1642 worth of 
stolen property. The patrol wagon 
traveled 258 miles in answering 204 
calls, bringing in 207 prisoners and per- 
sons needing medical attention. The 
amount of bail money deposited and 
cash found on prisoners was $1083; of 
this amount $978 was turned back. 

The chain gang worked 1106 days; °%* 
lodgers were accommodated, and 5247 
meals served. By cooking meals in 
the jail, the report says, $464.52 was 
saved to the city. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT HORSES. 


Experiment in Buying Them to Be 
Tried This Morning. 

This morning at 9 o'clock the horse 
dealers of the city will have an oppor- 
tunity to display before the members 
of the Board of Fire Commissioners 
such horses as they may desire to s¢ii 
for fire department pul- 
poses. The experiment of trying to 
buy horses in open market in which 
any horse, however old or unfit for 
the service, is to be given as much of 
an examination as a thoroughbred 
is to be tried. A genera! invitation 
has been issued to the’ horse traders 
of this part of the county to present 
their property for inspection. Of 
course the call was not in the form of 
an invitation to compete in the ward, 
but a condition of the purchase as 
contained in the official advertisement 
for horses is that the animais must be 
presented before the City Hall this 
morning. Only two horses are to be 
purchased, although it is admitted 
that the department needs several, as 
there are no relief horses in the de 
partment, and several of the animals 
are wholly unfit for service. 

Heretofore the plan has been for one 
of the members of the commission to 
go about the county and even into 
other counties, accompanied by one of 
the officers of the department, and se- 
lect horses which were sound and were 
large enough for the-»service. They 
did not always tell what they were 
making the purchases for, and thereby 
often obtained horses cheaper than 
they could otherwise have done. The 
records of the department show that 
the cost of horses has never heen so 
high as that in other cities. 

At the last meeting of the Board of 
Fire Commissioners when the Chief ex- 
plained that the department frequently 
needed an extra horse in an emergency, 
one of the members advised hiring a 
horse in such cases. As the service 
required of a fire horse necessitates 
the careful training of the animal and 
there is always danger of crippling 
them, the Chief has been unable to act 
upon this suggestion for the reason 
that horse owners do not care to take 
chances with their animals. In call- 
ing for the bids for horses to be pre- 
sented this morning, the right to re- 
ject all offers was reserved, and it is 
probable that the old method of mal:- 
ing purchases will be resorted to here- 
after. 


SERVICES APPRECIATED. 


Baker Iron Works Contribute to the 
Firemen’s Relief Fund, 


The good work done by the fire de- 
partment at several recent fires has 
been greatly appreciated by the owners 
of the buildings in which the fires 
have occurred. As a result of the work 
done at the big fire on Los Angeles 
street the relief fund for the depart- 
ment was increased $50 by a contribu- 
tion of Mr. Henderson. Yesterday Chief 
Moore received the following letter 
from the Baker Iron Works, signd hy 
J. E. Sills, secretary of that company: 

“We wish to thank you and your de- 
partment for your very. prompt action 
in handling the fire which occurred at 
our works on the evening of June 3. 
Had it not been for your quick work 
in fifteen minutes more we feel the fire 
would have been beyond control. Show- 
ing our appreciation of your services, 
we inclose you herewith our check for 
$25, to be placed to the credit of the 
fireman’s relief fund.” 

Chief Moore replied tothe letter with 
a suitable expression of thanks on be- 
half of fire department.

In 1895-96 there were collected, ac- 
cording to Baker's statement, various 


sums aggregating $1;**, and a further 
sum of $159 received from John Padison 
in 1897. There was paid out for taxes 
in 1895, the sum of $369.65, and a bal- 
ance was paid over by Laker to Lang- 
ley of $426. 

But Langley didn't think this just 
right and demanded $1142.35, being the 


balance of the total amount collected, 
and which yet remained in Beker's 
hands. The latter, however, refused to 


pay over anything, and then suit was 
brought, and the defendant being 
charged with embezzlement judgment, 


was asked of the court that the de- 
fendant be arrested and committed to 
the County Jail and kept there uatil 


he pay the amount adjudged by the 
court to be due. Thus indirectly the 
court was asked if judgment went for 
the plaintiff, to imprison the defendant 
for debt. 

But Baker denied all the allegations 
of the plaintiff. According to his con- 
tention he leased 355 acres, near Nor- 
walk, from Langley, for which § he 
agreed to pay $1 per acre per year 
for the pasturage land, and $1.59 for the 
tillable land. In pursuance of the 
agreement made, he paid over to plain- 
tiff for the vear 1895 the sum of $490; 
and for 1896 the sum of £532.59. in the 
following way: At the request of Lang- 
ley, he paid the State and county taxes 
for 1895, amounting to $212.59, and also 
for 1896, they amounting to $291.55 in 
the latter year. In 1897 he paid over 
$200, which was the total amount due 
to the plaintiff from the defendant for 
the lands to the termination of the 
leage in 1897. 

Those two statements were sustained 
before the court with evidence, but 
upon the case being submitted the 
court promptly ruled that Baker had 
in very truth been the agent of Lang- 
ley, -and that there was owing from 
him the sum of $691.95, for which 
amount, with costs, judgment was 
given in favor of the plaintiff. 


ANOTHER WATER SUIT. 


Dispated Claim to thé Flow in La 
Voyota Canyon. 

W. B. Martin yesterday brought suit 
against Henry Kegel, to recover $1909 
as damages, to quiet title to the waters , 
in the La Voyota Cafion, and that for 
five years he and his grantors have 
heen owners possessing full right to 
take and divert or develop all the wa- 
ters on the unsurveyed lands adjacent 
to the cafion. At an expense of about 
$7000 dams, ditches, reservoirs and pipe 
lines have been built, and the plaintiff 
has not only used the waters so con- 
voyed on his own lands, but has sold 
them for domestic and irrigation pur- 
poses .to the settlers in the district. 

On June 1 Kegel, the defendant in the 
case, ‘placed an obstruction ‘in the 
plaintiff's conduit, thereby causing the 
water to back up and run to waste in- 
stead of making its way through the 
system of pipes. That done, the de- 
fendant prevented the plaintiff from 
removing the obstruction, thus damag- 
ing him, as it is alleged, in the sum of 
$1000: and he now threatens to prevent 
the conveyance of water to where it 
has previously been utilized. On the 
7th inst., when Martin. was busily en- 
gaged in building a reservoir in the 
cafion, his people were molested and 
prevented from carrying it to comple- 
tion. the defendant claiming some title 
to the waters adverse to the plaintiff. 

On the grounds thus set forth plain- 
tiff asks payment as stated. 


A WAYWARD GIRL. 


Mother Desires to Send Her to the 
Magdalene on General Principles. 


Emma Renpigier is quite a pretty 
French girl, but her mother says she 
is not as good as she is pretty. Some 
time ago the family came to California 
direct from France, but the husband 
and father, despite the fact that he 
was a cultured man and a civil engi- 
neer of some experience, failed to make 
his way ahead, for the reason that he 
could not speak English. Realizing 
the impossiblity of establishing him- 
self here, he returned to France, in- 
tending to send for his wife and six- 
teen-year old daughter as soon as he 
could.

MEXICAN NEUTRALITY. 
In our sister republic of Mexico, a 


considerable proportion of the popu- 
lation are Spaniards. The Spanish 
language is generally spoken, and 
Spanish ideas and customs prevail, to 
@ large extent. Under such circum- 
6tances, it is mot at all surprising 
that many of the people of Mexico 
should sympathize with Spain in the 
existing conflict. 

But the government ef Mexico has 
thus far maintained, and will no 
doubt continue to maintain, an atti- 
tude of strict neutrality as between 
the combatants. This position on the 
part of Mexico is of course the more 
necessary because of the large admix- 
ture of Spanish blood in the Mexi- 
can population. Unless the Mexican 
government were alert and active in 
the enforcement of a strict observance 


of the requirements of neutrality, 
overt acts might be committed by 
Spaniards and Spanish sympathizers 


Which would be likely to lead to an 
interruption in the friendly relations 
which now exist between the two re- 
publics. 

Up to the present time. thanks to 
the vigilance and good will of the 
Mexican government. we have no 
cause whatever to. complain of un- 
friendly acts emanating from our sis- 
ter republic to the south. This 
highly-satisfactory state of affairs 
will no doubt continue to the ena of 
the war. Within the past generation, 
the relations between the two repub- 
lics have been steadily growing closer 
and more cordial. This is one of the 
natural resulis of propinquity, of sim- 
ilarity in the forms of government. 
and of trade relations which are mu- 
tually advantageous, and which are 
steadily growing. 

The interests of Mexico, commer- 
cial, political, and social, are far more 
closely interwoven with those of the 


United States than with those of | 
Spain. If the exigences of the wuar 
should force Mexico to take sides 


either with the United States or with 
Spain, it would be the superlative of 
wisdom for her to join hends with 
this country, and the superlative uf 
folly for her to ally herself with our 
present enemy. Therefore, while the 


| 


present attitude of Mexico is unques- 
tionably prompted by the highest and 


purest motives of disintcerestedness, 
it has in it also an incidental element 
of self-interest which it would be 
manifestly absurd to ignore or wuh- 
der value. 

Something over half a century ago 
there was war between the United 
States and Mexico, in which the 


former nation was victorious, and as 
a result of which we acquired a con- 
siderable amount of territory then 
held by Mexico. The events of that 
war, and the results which it accom- 
plished, have long since passed into 
history, and the bitterness engendered 
has almost wholly passed away. The 
republic of Mexico has received bene- 
fits from its puissant sister of the 
north which are more than a com- 
pensation for the territory lost in 
war. Mexico would not today be a 
free end sovereign republic, were it 
not that the potency and the prestige 
of her northern sister have held over 
her their aegis of protection. Upon 
this protection she may still rely with 
confidence. Any attempt at the con- 
quest of Mexico by an alien power 
would enlist a million American free- 
men, if needs be, in her defense. So 
long as the American republic endures, 
so long will the freedom and inde- 
pendence of'the Mexican republic— 
and of all the republics in the West- 
ern Hemisphere—be assured. 

Thus, and to this extent, is the 
destiny of these republics unchange- 
ably interwoven with our own. Thus, 
within these limits, our interests are 
their interests, and our cause is their 
cause. For these reasons, Mexico and 
her sister republics of Central and 
South America are wise in enforcing 
the strictest neutrality in the present 
conflict, notwithstanding the natural 
race sympathies of a large percentage 
of their populations. 


THE WORLD WANTS OUR MANUFAC- 
TURED GOODS. 

Those who are fond of taking a 
gloomy view of the financial condi- 
tion of the country will find as lit- 
tle encouragement in_ investigating 
the record of United States manufac- 
tures in the markets of the world as 
they can in viewing the excellent 
condition in which American farmers 
find themselves throughout the west- 
ern States. A Washington corre- 
spondent of the New York Tribune 
calls attention to the fact that, not 
only will the exports of manufactured 
articles for the fiscal year exceed 
those of the previous year, but for the 
first time in the history of the coun- 
try they will exceed the imports of 
manufactures. In the ten months of 
the fiscal year whose detailed record 
the Bureau of Statistics has just com- 
pleted, the exports of manufactures 
exceed by over $40,000,000 the value 
of the manufactures imported, and it 
is probable that for the full year’s 
record this excess will reach $50,000,- 
000. In no preceding year in the his- 
tory of the country have the exports 
of manufactures equalled in value the 
imports of manufactured articles. 

Nearly every branch of the manu- 
facturing industries has shared in this 
growth of sales to other parts of the 
world. The total exportation of man- 
ufactures in 1888 amounted to $130,- 
300,087, and in 1898 seems likely to 
reach nearly, or quite, $290,000,000. 

This is certainly a most encourag- 
ing showing. The prosperity and 
wealth of this country is increasing 
so rapidly from year to year that it 
is difficult to keep track of it.

W" men 
go out to fight for their country they 
ought not to be made to suffer the 
indignity of looking like a lot of 
guys. The American people should 
rise as one man and several women 


and demand the restoration of the 
jaunty headpiece that made the 
| American soldier one of the most 


picturesque cusses that ever cocked a 
fannon or distributed the brains of 
an ehemy over the surrounding land- 
Scape with a saber stroke. While 
they are about it, they should also 
demand that brass buttons be restored 
to. officers’ fatigue uniforms, instead 


skirt. The old uniform was all right, 


as a Populist convention. 


Let no American sailor or soldier 
hereafter sneer at the marines. The 
gallant fellows at Guantanamo who 
went into battle as naked as the day 
they were born, barring a gun in 
hand and\a belt full of cartridges 
waistwise of their manly figures, have 
demonstrated their right to be classed 
with the Bagleys and Hobsons, who 
have so glorified the American name. 
The man who cock-and-bull 
stories to tell must find another audi- 
ence hereafter than the fighting Yan- 
kee marine.

AFTER WEBB’S PLACE. 


WILD SCRAMBLE BY POLITICIANS 
FOR VOTES. 


Directors Poor and MeiInerny Ex- 
Plain Why They Made No Com- 
ment on Webb at the Meeting 
on Monday Night. 


Almost before the ink with which the 
resignation of ex-Boss Webb was 
written had dried, the scramble for 
his place on the Board of Education 
began. The fight for that place will 
first have to be made in the City Coun- 
cil, for that body will fill the vacancy, 
temporarily at least, and in the nam- 
ing of the man for the place Council- 
man Blanchard will probably have 
Much to say, as it is from his ward, 
the Ninth, that the new director must 
be chosen. The scandal incident to the 
bouncing of Webb has not deterred the 
aspirants to his place in the least, and 
the City Hall yesterday was the scene 
of much work to secure votes of Coun- 
cilmen for this or that aspirant. Coun- 
cilman Blanchard was greatly in de- 
mand, but he escaped early and left 
the crowd looking for him. 

The course which will be pursued 

will be the same as in the case of 
Boodler Adams of the Seventh, who 
resigned after his dealings with Webb 
had been discovered and admitted by 
him. Webb himself escaped being fired 
then by the votes of those who had 
been associated with him as members 
of the “Solid Six.’’ After Adams’s res- 
ignation the City Council elected Mr. 
Kubach to the position until an elec- 
tion could be held to fill the vacancy 
permanently. At that election the in- 
cumbent, Mr. Bragg, was elected with- 
out opposition. 
The terms of the present members of 
the Board of Education do not expire 
until next January, and the politicians 
of the Ninth Ward will not be willing 
to let such a place remain vacant that 
long. It offers what is thought to be 
too good a stepping-stone to higher po- 
litical honors to be disregarded by 
them. Hence the scramble. 

Directors McInerny and Poor explain 
that the reason they did not express 
opinions on Webb’s case at the meeting 
of the board Monday night, was that 
they were not asked to do so. Webb 
asked Mathis and Bartlett for their 
opinions, and as soon as they answered, 
he left the room and wrote his resig- 
nation. Poor and McInerny say they 
were ready to say what they thought, 
and would have agreed with the oth- 
ers, but Webb evidently did not care 
to hear any more, and none of the 
directors care to discuss the subject 
any more than was necessary: The 
vote to accept Webb's resignation was 
unanimous. McInerny says he had it 
on his tongue ot advise Webb not only 
to resign, but to take a jump off a 
wharf. Poor says he stood by Webb 
in the investigation of the blackmail 
cases, but he could not stand the later 
developments. ‘Even Bartlett advised 
Webb that he should resign, and the 
ex-boss’s downfall was utter and com- 
plete. 

So ends the “persecution” of the chief 
of. the Bandittl by the decent element 
of the community. 


MISS CORRINE WISE DZAD. 


Her Twin Sister, Miss Cora, May 
Soon Follow Her. 


Miss J. Corrine Wise, one of the best 
known and most popular attendants at 
the Public Library, died yesterday aft- 
ernoon at her home, No. 620 South 
Spring street, after an illness of ten 
days of pneumonia and scarlet fever. 
Although her death was not unex- 
pected, in fact, had been expected for 
several days, the circumstances sur- 
rounding it were such that its an- 
nouncement caused quite a shock to 
her many friends in the City Hall and 
elsewhere. Her mother became ill 
several weeks ago, and for a time her 
death was expected almost at any mo- 
ment. Miss Wise and her twin sister, 
who, since Capt. Hance became City 
Clerk, has been assistant stenographer 
in that department, were called home 
to care for their mother. Both were 
seized with the same disease as that 
from which their mother was suffer- 
ing,. pneumonia, the disease taking its 
most virulent form, while both were in 
a very serious condition, scarlet fever 
supervened. The family has been re- 
ceiving the best care that their hosts 
of friends could bestow upon them, but 
in spite of medical skill their illness 
did not yield to treatment, and on Sun- 
day the cases were pronounced ‘iope- 
less. Miss Corrine Wise lingered un- 
til yesterday afternoon,.when the end 
came painlessly. Her twin sister, Miss 
Cora, was barely alive last night, and 
her death was expected at any mo- 
ment. The mother is improving slow!y, 
but is not out of danger. 

Miss Wise was 33 years of age. She 
had been for seven years employed in 
the Public Library, working her way 
from the lowest position until she was 
placed in charge of the records an‘ 
supplies of that department, a most 
responsible position. She was mach 
among patrons of the library, and gen- 
tle manner and uniform courtesy to all 
won for her as friends all who kuew 
her.

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THE CITY CHARTER 


THE NON-PARTISAN GAME AS 
DEMOCRATS PLAY IT. 


Their Thinly-disguised Attempt to 
Make Political Capital Ont of 
the Movement. 


FREEHOLDERS’ TICKET CHOSEN. 


SEVERAL OF THE NOMINEES MAY 
DECLINE TO SERVE.

Some Innovations Practiced in Mak- 
ing Nominations—Democrats, Pop- 
ulists and Silwer Republicans 
Constituted the Convention, 


The city charter convention met last 
evening at Southern California Music 
Hall for the purpose of selecting fif- 
teen freeholders, the choice of the con- 
vention to be subsequently ratified by 
petition of citizens. A ticket was made 
up, nominally representative of the 
several political parties and the civic 
organizations of the city. The meeting 
was composed almost altogether of 
Democrats, Populists, Silver Repub- 
licans, Socialists and Labor Unionites. 
The partisan character of the proceed- 
ings was thinly glossed over by a 
pretense of giving representation to 
other elements of the voters. 

Ever since the present agitation for a 
new city charter was begun, the Demo- 
crats and their allies have been doing 
everything in their power to make po- 
litical capital out of the movement. 
This has been patent on many occa- 
sions, and even so recently as last Fri- 
day evening the declaration was made 
by one of the speakers at the Hickory 
Club that there should not be a single 
Republican on the board of freeholders. 
The speaker was loudly applauded by 
those present. 

As the charter movement gained con- 
siderable support in its incipiency be- 
cause of the popular belief that it was 
to be entirely non-partisan in charac- 
ter, these attempts of the Democrats to 
do politics naturally aroused distrust. 
This effect Was apparent when the con- 
vention met last evening, for a num- 
ber of the organiations originally  se- 
lected to participate in the convention 
had no representatives present. The 
meeting had the appearance of a gath- 
ering of fusionists. All the small-bore 
politicians of the Democrats, Popu- 
lists et al. were present in force, with 
a liberal sprinkling of Socialists and 
Council of Labor representatives. Be- 
side the chairman, W. C. Patterson, 
there were but two other Republicans. 
The secretary read communications 
from nine of the bodies which were 
originally invited to participate in the 
convention. These bodies nominated 
candidates for places on the freehold- 
ers’ ticket as follows: Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association, Dr. W. Lé@ 
Moyne Wills; Board of Trade, L. J. 
Mathews: School Teachers’ Associa- 
tion, J. B. Millard; Council of Labor, 
Sam J. Chappel; Socialists, A. J. Ste- 
vens; Silver Republicans, Henry  T. 
Hazard; Populists, Fred Baker; Demo- 
crats, A. M. Stephens; Chamber of Com- 
merce, M. J. Newmark. These nine 
nominations were indorsed by the con- 
vention. 

Telfair Creighton then asked if there 
was no nomination by the Republicans, 
and Jacob Frankenfield proposed. the 
name of Fred Eaton. The nomination 
was seconded by a Democrat, and rati- 
fied by the convention. 

Adolph Ramish then asked who was 
to be named to represent the League 
for Better City Government. There 
was no response, as no member of the 
league was present. A. W. Fisher be- 
nevolently undertook to act as sponsor 
for the league, although not connected 
with it in any way, and he nominated 
Rev. Burt Estes Howad, The finishing 
touch to this bizarre method of pro- 
ceeding was added by Judge Phillips, a 
Silver Republican, who seconded the 
nomination. 

At this stage of the game it began to 
dawn upon some of the slatemakers 
that they might be traveling too fast. 
One of the Populist brethren, Hawley, 
suggested that it “looked very _indeli- 
cate” to name a representative of the 
league without being requested to do 
so, and without consulting any mem- 
ber of the organization. This objection 
was quickly overruled and tho ticket- 
making proceeded. 

It remained to choose six delegates 
at large. W. C. Patterson was nomi- 
nated, but said that it would be im- 
possible for him to serve, as he could 
not give the time that would be re- 
quired. Despite his objections, how- 
ever, Mr. Patterson’s name was placed 
upon the ticket. The remaining vacan- 
cies were quickly filled. E. E. Cran- 
dall’s eager efforts to secure a place 
on the slate were crowned with suc- 
cess. Hion. fF. . EF. Variel wags 
nominated by an Eighth Ward Popu- 


list. William F. Wheeler, a Populist, 
was also nominated, completing the 
list. 


Milton Carlson was nominated, but 
withdrew his name. 

An executive committee of fifteen to 
take charge of the campaign was then 
appointed, the convention again tak- 
ing upon itself to name representatives 
for the absent organizations. 

It was meved and seconded that the 
product of the convention’s labors 
should be known as the ‘Citizens’ 
Non-Partisan Ticket.” This misno- 
mer was entirely satisfactory, and 
the motion was adopted. 

An auditing committee of five was 
then appointed to receive funds and 
audit accounts. 

The Executive Commiftee was em- 
powered to fil! any vacancies on the 
ticket, in the most improbable event 
that some of the nominees should re- 
sign. 

From present indications the com- 
mittee will soon have occasion to 
exercise the power entrusted to it. Mr. 
Patterson was exceedingly reluctant 
to accept a nomination, and may yet 
resign. Fred Eaton, Rev. Burt Estes 
Howard and Judge Variel were not 
present, and some or all of them may 
beainwilling to serve. W. J. Newmark 
is said to be in Europe. 

The ticket comprises six Republicans, 
the other nine members being dis- 
tributed among the Democrats and 
their allies. 

The fifteen freeholders nominated 
are expected to meet this morning at 
10 o'clock in the office of Henry T. 
Hazard in the Downey Block.

FOURTH OF JULY COMMITTEE 
MAKING GOOD PROGRESS, 


All the Details Being Perfected That 
Will Insure a Grand Celebration.

The Fourth of July Celebration Exec- 
utive Committee has every reason to 
feel gratified at the outlook for the 
celebration. Everything is working 
harmoniously; forty organizations have 
Signified their intention of parading; 


the railroads have made reduc2d rates | 


from all points adjacent to this city, 
and about one-half of the Citizens’ 
Finance Committee have made returns 
showing that the people are endeavor- 
ing to provide the sinews of war. At a 
meeting of the committee yesterday 
afternoon, Messrs. H. C. Allen and G. 
W. Wickcliffe, representing the col- 
ored citizens, presented the claims of 
the latter for recognition, and sug- 
gested that J. B. Loving should be ap- 
pointed chairman of a committee to 
look after the marshaling of the col- 
ored citizens and tto arrange for their 
proper representation. The appoint- 
ment of Mr. Loving was made at once, 
and he will be made marshal of a di- 
vision by Grand Marshal Jones, pro- 
viding enough colored people turn out 
tO Warrant a separate division. 

The question of a living flag to be 
presented by 182 girls and boys, was 
Suggested by Prof. Kramer. For the 
present it was laid over. In the mean 
time it has been suggested that some 
one of the city schools undertake to 
produce this feature with the assist- 
ance and direction of Prof. Kramer. 

The secretary reported that about 
$3000 has been promised. or collected, 
but that the committee was slow in re- 
porting to headquarters. 

Chairman Schneider reported that 
after consulting with Secretary Frank 
Wiggins a plan for decorations had 
been decided upon, and he asked for a 
further appropriation of $100. This 
amount was granted. 

An invitation is to be sent to the Po- 
lice and Fire commissions, asking both 
departments to participate in the 
parade. The Police Commission is also 
to be asked for a sergeant and twenty 
men to be stationed at Agricultural 
Park on the night of the Fourth. The 
“ire Commission is also to be called 
upon by Messrs. Tood and De Camp 
this morning, and asked to send a 
chemical engine and crew to the park 
on the same night, as a_ protection 
against fire. 

Superintendent of Streets Drain, ina 
letter, stated that Broadway and Main 
streets will be in perfect condition on 
the Fourth, and Spring street, north of 
Fourth, will also be in good condition 
for the parade to pass. 

Secretary Beebe was instructed to 
write to the pastors of the churches in 
the city, asking them to preach patri- 
otic sermons on July 3. 

One interesting feature for the pa- 
rade that is being spoken of is several 
companies, or squads, of men, each 
squad wearing a uniform to represent 
the varying uniforms worn by the 
American army since and including the 
time of the revolutionary war. 

The three parlgrs, N.S.G.W., have se- 
lected a float, and will represent the 
Golden State in the procession. These 
parlors are to have the right of line 
in their division, and will be headed by 
the Perris Indian Band. 

The following bands have been _ re- 
tained for the day: Anaheim City, 
Santa Ana Band, Riverside Concert 
Band, Pasadena City Band, the Indian 
Band from Perris, and negotiations are 
now pending for the Los Angeles city 
bands. 

Arrangements have not been com- 
pleted for engaging the Los Angeles 
professional bands. The Los Angeles 
Musical Association has quoted figures 
to the committee, but the latter con- 
siders them too high. The first propo- 
sition amounted to over $500. Yesterday 
they made another offer, including 112 
men, for $465. The Executive Com- 
mittee made a counter offer for 115 
men to cost $422. This includes music 
for the parade, the concert and even- 
ing, and will give the leader double 
pay. The association will meet this 
afternoon to consider the proposition. 


BACK FROM CAMP MERRITT. 


Officer Rabbins Returns from a Visit 
to the Seventh Regiment. 


Police Officer Ben Robbins returned 
from San Francisco yesterday, after 
spending a week with the boys of the 
Seventh Regiment in Camp Merritt. 
He took a prisoner to. San Quentin, on 
his way north, but the primary object 
». his trip was to visit his brother, who 
is a member of the Seventh Regiment 
and expects to leave shortly for the 
Philippines. 

Officer Robbins brings good reports 
from the camp. He says, with the ex- 
ception of the Minnesotans, the South- 
ern California troops are the  best- 
drilled volunteers in the Department 
of the Pacific. Every one of them is 
eager to be off for the seat of war, and 
can be depended upon to render a good 
account of himself when confronting 
the enemy. 

The boys all asked Mr. Robbins to 
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remember them kindly to their Los 
Angeles friends, who had done so much 
for them. The health and comfort of 
the regiment is well looked after. Maj. 
J. J. Choate, the regimental surgeon, 
Mr. Robbins says, is especially deserv- 
ing of praise for the interest he takes 
in attending to the sick, and in teach- 
ing the men how to ward off disease. 

The work of the Red Cross Society in 
providing for the welfare and comfort 
of the soldiers impressed Officer Rob- 
bins more than anytihng else that came 
under his observation. He says the 
people at large cannot do too much to- 
ward the support of the society. He 
believes it a patriotic duty of every 
one of however humble means to con- 
tribute something to the Red Cross 
fund. He is seriously thinking about 
starting a subscription to the Red Cross 
in the police department. 


CAMP FOR INSTRUCTION. 


Proposed Plan for Preparing Volun- 
teer Troops. 


At a meeting of the officers of the 
Eighth Infantry, California Volunteers, 
held last Saturday evening, the plan 
of a camp for instruction was dis- 
cussed, and at a subsequent commit- 
tee meeting, the following resolutions, 
presented by George W. Parsons, were 
unanimously adopted:

SAD DEATH BY DROWNING OF 
YOUNG FRED D. REED. 


Throop Directors Hold Their An- 
nual Meeting—Reports Read and 
Officers Elected—Accident to 
Young Harvey O’Melweney at 
That Institute. 


PASADENA, June 14. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Fred D. Reed, 17 years of age, 
was drowned this afternoon. Shortly before 
1 o’clock this afternoon he, In company with 
another boy of about his own age, left his 
home on Kirkwood avenue, North Pasadena, 
to go up to Las Casitas fora swim. Fred was 
just learning to swim, and had obtained per- 
mission from J. L. Simmons, who owns a 
ranch at Las Casitas, to bathe in the reser- 
voir on the place, the water from which is 
used simply for irrigating. 

This afternoon they went up again. They 
arrived at the reservoir about 41:30 o'clock 
and donned their bathing suits. Charlie Cro- 
ner swam once across the reservoir, a dis- 
tance of about forty feet. He then came back 
and got three boards together for young Reed 
to use in learning to swim. Reed got onto 
the boards, but one of them slipped from un- 
der him. Croner, who was only a few feet 
away, swam to where young Reed was strug- 
gling, the latter immediately clutched him, 
and both sank to thé bottom of the reservoir, 
which was about ten feet deep. They came 
to the top together, and Croner tried to get 
Reed to take hold of him so that he could 
swim. Reed cried ‘‘Charlie’’ just as they 
came to the top, and then both began to sink 
again, and when under water Reed loosened 
his hold. 

Croner finding he could not lift Reed, ran 
to the residence of Mr. Simmons, a few hun- 
dred yards distant, and summoned him and 
his son. They persuaded Croner to dive and 
see if he could not raise the body. This he 
found impossible, and a ladder was placed in 
the reservoir and the body secured. Both 
Mr. Simmons and his son then tried in every 
possible way to resuscitate the lad, but all to 
no purpose. The Coroner’s jury, held this 
evening at the home of the deceased, returned 
a verdict of accidental drowning. 

The case is a peculiarly sad one. Mrs. Reed 
is a widow, her husband having died some 
years ago as a result of injuries received in 
the war of the rebellion. The two brothers of 
deceased are now in San Francisco, having 
enlisted as members of Co. I of Pasadena, and 
there are three sisters. two of whom are mar- 
ried. Fred was a hard-working, conscientious 
boy, and his earnings were a great assistance 
in the support of the family. Mrs. Reed was 
prostrated by the shock, and required the 
services of a physician. No time has been set 
as yet for the funeral. 

ANNUAL MEETING THROOP DIRECTORS. 

The annual meeting of the directors of 
Throop Polytechnic Institute was held this 
evening at the institute. Dr. Northan Bridge, 
president of the board of directors, read a 
report in which the finances of the institute 
were thoroughly discussed and the financial 
statement made for the President W. 
A. Edwards, president of the institute, read 
a report of the work of the institute for the 
year, showing a large amount of educational 
work completed. 

The report that the indebtedness of the in- 
stitute had been reduced during the past year 

was the proof of the fact with which 
the present board of directors took hold of the 
institute, that without impairing its efficiency 
the expenses could be cut down a trifle each 


year. 

The election of officers for the ensuing year 
resulted in the choice of the following gen-

SANTA BARBARA, June 14.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.}] George Luis Gutierrez, son of 
the late José Gutierrez, accidentally killed 
himself with a shotgun while out with a 
camping party, in the cafion four miles above 
the ranch-house at Ellwood, Sunday.

THE GOVERNMENT. 


High School Teachers Sue for Back 
Salary—The Schooner Emma and 
Louisa Loses Her Fresh Water 
After Putting to Sea—Coronado 
Notes, 


SAN DIEGO, June 14.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] A first-class troop of cavalry, 
all ready for service in the Philippines or 
anywhere else, has been organized her» by 
a number of young men, and formally of- 
fered to the government. First it was 
tendered to Gov. Budd, who declined to ac- 
cept the troop on behalf of the State, but 
recommended that the boys apply direct to 
Adjt.-Gen. Corbin at Washington. This has 
been done, and 103 young men are anxiously 
awaiting the result. In their letter the 
boys say: 

“We would respectfully call your atten- 
tion to the fact that this troop has not been 
selected from any one locality, but the mem- 
bers have been chosen for their fitness for 
active service, being frontiersmen, ranchers, 
stockmen and others used to the saddle, to 
out-of-door life, and hardships, and weather 
exposure, and are, in addition, first-rate 
shots, and owing to the fact of their being 
so widely scattered the troop has not been 
formally organized, though on the receipt of 
the necessary commissions organization 
could be effected in two or three days, each 
member supplying a first-class mount.”’ 

SUITS FOR SALARIES. 

Sam F. Smith, attorney for a number of 
High School teachers, yesterday applied for 
a writ of mandate directing the County 
Treasurer to pay the warrants drawn in 
favor of High School teachers to the amount 
of $525 for two weeks’ salary. The claims 
were duly audited, but the Treasurer re- 
fused to pay them on the ground that there 
were serious doubts as to the legality of 
the High School, and that the courts must 
pass upon the question. 

THD EMMA AND LOUISA. 

Word has been received from Honolulu 
that the schooner Emma and Louisa had an 
unpleasant experience soon after she left the 
islands for San Diego. The steward went 
to the water tank, and to his dismay found 
it empty. A leak had sprung in it, and the 
fresh water had been added to the salt sea. 
The crew stood aghast at the prospects, and 
after a consultation Skipper Harris turned 
the schooner for Kahului, the nearest land. 
Upon arrival there the Emma and Louisa 
narrowly escaped being wrecked upon a 
reef. but finally reached a safe haven. The 
crew was pretty thirsty by the time they 
had got ashore and found fresh water. After 
mending the tank and filling it the schooner 
took a fresh start for San Diego, and is 
expected to arrive about July 1. 


SAN DIEGO BREVITIES. 


The City Council is again considering the 
matter of using salt water for sprinkling 
streets. A proposition from the San Diego 
Electric Railway Company to sprinkle with 
salt or fresh water, and to build a tank of 
500,000 gallons capacity on Prospect Hill, 
was taken up, and will: be acted upon. 

George Ibs, owner of large stores at En- 
senada and Tia Juana, and residing in this 
city, has voluntarily gone to Ensenada and 
given himself up to answer a charge of 
smuggling which was preferred against him 
two years ago. Mr. Ibs was arrested, and 
later released on bail.

SANTA MONICA, June 14.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.]
